Mayor denies religious pressure 

Shabbat soccer ban 

may halt league

The opening of the new soccer 
season, just three days away, was in 
doubt last night as a crisis blew up 
over a ban by Ramat Gan Mayor Uri 
Ami! on Saturday afternoon league 
matches at the National Stadium in 
his town. 

Football Association chairman 
Haim Habeifeld said on.TV’s Mabat 
programme last night that if the ban 
goes ahead be will convene the asso- 
ciation and call for the postpone- 
ment of all league matches on Satur- 
day. 

Amit has been under pressure 
from religious, groups and Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Peretz to prevent 
the Canion shopping mall from oper- 
ating on Shabbat. He said the Satur- 
day football ban was to protect the 
status quo in his dty. 

There were reports this week that 
Prime Minister Peres pressed Amit 
to keep the shops in the mall closed 
on Saturday. 

The mayor denies this, but the 
shops remain dosed, although a 


cinema and cafes in the mall open on 
Shabbat. 

The football ban threatens two 
National League matches which are 
due to be played at the Ramat Gan 
arena as a double-header start to the 
season. They are Maccabi Tel Aviv 
against Hapocl Jerusalem and Betar 
Jerusalem against Shimshou. 

.. Amit's decision drew strong critic- 
ism from both Maccabi and Betar as 
well as from the sports lobby within 
the Knesset. 

Last night the chairman of Macca- 
bi ’s football section, Gideon Brick- 
man, met Haberfeld in a bid to find a 
solution to the problem. 

Football Association director- 
general Ya’acov Erel last night told 
The Jerusalem Post that as far as the 
association is concerned, the games 
will go ahead as scheduled on Satur- 
day as the stadium is leased to the 
FA. He added that the FA had 
received no notification from Amit 
or any source in the Ramat Gan 
municipality that there is any objeo-

Shiites expected to release 
Frenchmen held since May 

BEIRUT (AP). - Shi'ite officials 
said yesterday two Frenchmen kid- 
napped in Beaut nearly four months 
ago will be released soon now that 
Israel has freed all . . detainees it 
held at Adit prison near Haifa. (See 
story, page 3.) 

“I am expecting contact from the 
kidnappers either tonight or tomor- 
row morning (today) to finalize the 
time and venue for their release,” 

Shi’ite leader Nabib Beni-said. . 

But there was no word on the fate 
of 10 other westerners missing in 
Lebanon. They include two other 
Frenchmen, seven Americans and a 
Briton. Two of the Americans have 
been missing for more than a year.

Michel Seurat, 37, a -researcher at 


the French Centre for Studies and 
Research of the Contemporary Mid- 
dle East, and Jean-Psul J C anffinann , 
42, a journalist working for the 
French L’Evenement duJeudi. week- 
ly, will be released in Beirut, dismis- 
sing speculation they may be taken 
toSyria. 

Seurat and Kauffman were 
abducted together on the main high- 
way to Beirut Airport on May 22. 

A Lebanese-born French physi- 
cian, Razah Raad, disclosed in Paris 
last week that he had acted as an 
intermediary between the families of 
the JRrench kidnap victims and the 
kidnappers.

New riots in Birmingham 
after night of mob violence 


BIRMINGHAM (Renter). - 
Youths hurled stones and bottles at a 
cabinet minister as fresh riots 
erupted yesterday in Birmingham, 
Britain’s second dty. . 

A visit by Home Secretary Doug- 
las Hurd triggered the renewal of the 
rioting that had raged overnight 
when two people died, burned to 
death in an orgy of looting and 
arson. 

Hurd made a hasty retreat after 
black youths threw missiles at him 
when he tried to talk to them. He 
was unhurt. 

Dozens of youths rampaged 
through Handsworth, a poor neigh- 
bourhood where joblessness and 
drug abuse run high. They threw 


petrol bombs and set cars and build- 
ings ablaze. 

The violence is the worst inner dty 
rioting in Britain, outside Northern 
Ireland, since 1981 when disturb- 
ances occurred in 20 towns and 
cities. 

Witnesses said rioters overturned 
two police vans and used them as 
blazing barricades. 

As youths fanned out into neigh- 
bouring streets police rushed in mas- 
sive reinforcements to try to contain 
the lawlessness. 

Earlier, firemen pulled two bodies 
from a gutted post office and said 
two more were probably buried in 
rubble. 


Jlem bank officer held in fraud case

Hadassah Monsab, formerly the 
acting managing director of the 
North American Bank, was arrested 
yesterday on suspicion of being in- 
volved in the multi-million dollar 
fraud at the bank’s Jerusalem office. 

The police have questioned her 
several times, since the affair first 
came to light several weeks ago. She 
was reported to have been the per- 
son who first discovered that. Jeru- 
salem branch manager Moshe Stem 


may have been embezzling diems* 
funds, several months before he fled 
abroad and the facts became public 
knowledge. 

Stem is now believed to be in the 
U.S., while the scale of the crime 
that he— and apparently others in the 
hank - allegedly committed is getting 
larger with every new revelation. 
Police sources said yesterday 
another senior figure in the bank 1 

may be arrested in the next few days.

Civil Defence officer held 
in Jerusalem man’s murder 


An officer in the Gvil Defence, 
aged 41, was arrested last night on 
suspicion of having shot to death a 
still- unidentified man aged about 20 
in Jerusalem's Kiryat Moshe neigh- 
bourhood. The police say that the 
officer is apparently mentally unba- 
lanced. He was wearing an IDF 
uniform with the rank of . second 
lieutenant. 

Magen David Adorn paramedics 
unsuccessfully tried to save the vic- 
tim’s life. 

Eyewitnesses to the murder said 
that the suspect stopped the young 
man, of sturdy build and wearing 
shorts, who was walking on a path 
among the buildings in the neigh- 
bourhood. 

“Fm arresting you because you 
look suspicious to me," the officer 
reportedly saidto him. An argument 
broke out when tire man refused to 
accompany the officer to a police 
station. 

.During the argument, the officer 


drew out his IDF identity card, 
which was later found at the scene. 

He overcame the young man and 
threw him to the ground, neighbours 
said. They then heard the victim 
shout: “Help! Leave me alone. I 
came to building 13." 

The officer then led the young 
man along a path to the main road. 
Two neighbours who heard the 
shouts came down to the street and 
tried to calm the officer, who was 
holding an Uzi. He cocked the 
weapon and fired two warning shots 
in their direction. 

A few moments later, he re- 
portedly fired from dose range at the 
young man, who collapsed on the 
road. 

One of the neighbours, Yossi 
Samet, said: “I tried :o- calm the 
officer, but he kept on repeating, ‘It 
malfunctioned, it malfunctioned.’ He 
tried to flee. But a policeman and X 
caught up." (Itira) 


Economic signs good, Peres says

“Since the national unity govern- 
ment was formed a year ago, we 
have improved the posture and Im- 
age of the State of Israel. We want to 
transform the Middle East from a 
region of belligerency into a zone of 
peaceful relations," Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres told a task force of 
businessmen from Israel and abroad 
at the King David hotel last night. 

“We are sincerely trying to make 
every Arab citizen feel eqtial in 
rights and obligations. As to Kahan- 
ism,'* Peres went on, “it is more a 
shame in our eyes than a danger. 

“Our economic recovery drive is 
eight weeks old and there are indica- 
tions of success, with inflation down 
and the trade deficit reduced. The 
people of Israel have had to pay 


heavily, yet their response is heart- 
warming. 

“We must make our country an 
economic success. We have to add 
an economic dimension to our poli- 
tical and military independence," he 
said. “This gathering is of enormous 
importance. Together we can 
achieve the aim we have in mind." 

Max Fisher, chairman of “Opera- 
tion Independence,” described its 
objective as the creation' of a coali- 
tion between Israeli and foreign 
businessmen “to sell Israeli goods 
and close the trade gap. We are an 
action-oriented group,” be added. 

Present at the dinner were most of 
the cabinet’s economic ministers, 
and Deputy Prime Ministers, Yit- 
zhak Navon and David Levy. 


Rabin to Syria: Don’t make war, well win

BNEI YEHUDA. - Defence Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin last night warned 
the Syrians not to try to initiate any 
action against Israel. Any such move 
would end in an overwhelming 
Israeli victory, he said at a Tally at 
this Golan Heights settlement 
Rabin said that there is a potential 
danger of a military confrontation 
with the Syrians in the Golan 
Heights - a danger Israel cannot 
afford to ignore. 


Following the war in Lebanon, the 
Syrian army has improved both qual- 
itatively and quantitatively, Rabin 
said. 

“It is not enough simply to make 
statements, as our logic is not that of 
the other side,” Rabin warned, “and 
we have made mistakes in the past. 
Accordingly, the IDF is deployed in 
the appropriate manner in the event 
that the Syrian leadership makes a 
fatal mistake;*’ 


10 per cent of workers are officially poor 

Many more families 
below the breadline

The number of wage-earning 
families living below the poverty 
line leapt by 25 per cent last year. 
One out of 10 breadwinners is 
now officially recognized as “the 
working poor.” 

“The results at hand demand 
immediate action by the govern- 
ment,” said Nissim Baruch, 
director-general of the National 
Insurance Institute, releasing the 
preliminary findings. of an Nil 
survey on incomes 
. Citing figures which he called 
“astonishing,” Baruch noted that in 
1984 about 121,000 children were 
among some 267,000 people iu 
working families living below the 
official poverty line. 

Those hardest hit were childless 
couples and couples with up to three 
children, due to the government's 
emphasis on providing benefits for 
larger families. 

Labour and Social Affairs Minis- 
ter Moshe Katsav said on Israel 
Radio last night: These statistics are 
nothing for us to be proud about.” 
Katsav stressed that die key to solv- 
ing the poverty gap is the passage of 
a minimum wage law. He and 
Baruch are to meet this week with 
Prime Minis ter Peres to discuss the 
findings. 

Government policy over the past 
two years is a major factor in ex- 
plaining why smaller families are 
becoming poorer. In addition to 


wage erosion and growing unem- 
ployment. social benefits provided 
bv the Nil have been cut back, taxed 
or eliminated. 

In April 1983, an additional Nil 
child allowance credit point was 
granted xo each child in families with 
four or more children. In October 
1983. a special three-month child 
allotment bonus was awarded to 
families with four or more children. 
In July 1984, an additional half- 
credit point was awarded from the 
third child in families with four or 
more children. 

These additional benefits for large 
families improved their economic 
status in relation to smaller ones, 
who enjoyed no compensation for 
the erosion in the allowances they 
were getting. 

This gap was pushed even wider in 
July 1984, when it was decided to tax 
the' Nil allowance for the first two 
children (in families with up to 
'three) whose breadwinner's income 
tax threshold was SO per cent. 

In April, the tax on child allo- 
wances for small families was 
broadened to include the third child 
and the income tax threshold of the 
wage earner was lowered to 45 per 
cent. In July, the allowance for the 
first child was eliminated for virtual- 
ly all small families, while special 
bonuses were awarded to large fami- 
lies. . 

The poverty’ line is defined as the 
minim al income necessary to supply 
basic needs, says the Nil. The cal- 
culation includes family size. 

According to figures for Septem- 


ber 19S5 the poverty line for a single 
person is IS192.S75; for childless 
couples, IS30S.600: for couples with 
one child. 1S401.1S0; for couples 
with two children, 1S493.760: three 
children. IS578.625; four children, 
IS655,755. 

Baruch pointed out that families 
with fewer than four children drop- 
ped below the poverty line last year 
in much greater proportion than lar- 
ger famiFies, whose economic posi- 
tion was protected by government 
policy. 

Of those below the line the num- 
ber of childless couples increased 
from 6.2 per cent in 1983 to 8. 1 per 
cent last year, while the number of 
families with up to three children 
grew from 7.2 to 9.7 per cent. Fami- 
lies with four or more children below 
the poverty line decreased from 23.3 
to 22.S per cent of the total. 

The Nil survey appears to confirm 
that the rich are getting richer and 
the poor, poorer. The largest fall in 
net buying power was suffered by the 
poorest 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion. from 3.3 per cent in 1983 to 3 
per cent of the total buying power in 
the economy last year. The top 10 
per cent increased their buying pow- 
er from 22.5 per cent to 24.1. 

“It should be stressed that families 
defined as poor are not necessarily 
starving or undernourished," the 
Nil survey points out. 

Katsav was similarly optimistic: 
“I'd be cautious about saying pover- 
ty has grown. The gap has grown

Ministers warn of labour unrest ahead

Fears are growing among minis- 
ters and top officials that a wave of 
serious labour unrest could be in the 
offing, following the unprecedented 
erosion of wages under the govern- 
ment's economic plan. 

According to these ministers, the 
dimension of the erosion in real 
wages will be apparent to workers 
only next month, when they receive 
their September salaries, which, will 
not contain any of the one-time 
supplements paid in each of the last 
two months. 

Both Housing Minister David 
Levy and Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon spoke yesterday about the 
threat of labour unrest. Levy said 
that the public will not be able to 
cope with the large drop in earnings 
which has taken place in recent 
months. 

Salaries in the public sector have 
fallen by some 40 per cent in real 
terms since the beginning of the 
year, according to reports appearing 
yesterday, but this was hidden by the 


one-time 12 per cent compensation 
in August and by the payment of 
expense allowances in previous 
months, 

The potential labour disputes may 
be complicated by the Treasury's 
plans to complete the dismissal of 
some 10,000 workers from the public 
sector in the coming six weeks. 

According to Civil Service Com- 
missioner Avraham Nathan, the dis- 
missals will be carried out one month 
after Rosh Hashana. He said im- 
mediately after Rosh Hashana the 
works committees in the different 
ministries will be informed of the 
candidates for dismissal. 

The latest fears about possible 
labour disruptions follow the figures 
published on Monday by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, which showed 
that in some areas the control on 
prices has been less than effective. 

The large rise in the prices of fresh 
produce led to a mounting demand 
that at least some fruits and veget- 
ables be included in the price freeze. 
(See separate story, p. 2.) Histadrut 
Secretary General Yisrael Kessar 


said yesterday that potatoes, carrots 
and onions should be put undeT price 
control. 

The figures published by the 
bureau have also apparently delayed 
government plans to end the freeze 
on certain prices. It had previously 
been thought that demand was so 
low that prices could be unfrozen in 
the coming weeks without precipi- 
tating a major rise. 

But yesterday Sharon told a group 
* of Jerusalem industrialists that those 
plans will have to wait, since in some 
areas the prices are crawling up- 
wards. 

Meanwhile, the Treasury recog- 
nizes that even if it weathers the 
winter months, the economic plan 
still faces grave dangers. 

According to top ministry offi- 
cials, it was an error to delay the 
payment of wage increases until 
April 1986. “By that month we will 
witness an explosion in wage de- 
mands as unions try to compensate 
themselves for past wage erosion in 
the new collective agreements,” the 
officials said. 


Tough policing in territories continues

Security forces in the West Bank 
yesterday imposed curfew, dosed 
certain areas and conducted sear- 
ches following Arab attacks with 
burning rags, stones and petrol 
bombs. No one was reported hurt. 

Meanwhile the boy wounded by 
Israel Defence Forces in Hebron on 
Monday was said to be recuperating 
at the Hadassah Hospital in Jeru- 
salem after heart surgery. A hospital 
spokesperson yesterday described 
his wounds as medium. 

The Arab attacks yesterday, rang- 
ing from a village south of Jenin to a 
road northeast of Hebron , were con- 
sistent with the trend of the past few 
weeks. Few attacks could be 


ascribed to the opening of the school 
year on Monday. 

The closure of certain areas was 
significant, military sources said. It 
was part of the “get-tough” policy, 
they said. 

Accordingly after a burning rag 
was thrown at an IDF foot patrol 
near Sara, southeast of Nablus at 
midnight Monday, the army ordered 
a curfew until 8 a.m. yesterday. 
Shortly before 8 a.m. a vehicle left 
the village in violation of the curfew. 
So the army closed the village until 8 
p.m. 

At Burka, on the Nablus-Jenin 
road, assailants hurled stones at a 
bus and. several cars travelling in a 
convoy, denting the cars and 
smashing several windows. Author- 
ities damped a 12-hour curfew which 


expired at noon yesterday. 

At 8 a.m. yesterday a stone was 
thrown at a bus in Ramallah, but 
caused no damage. 

An hour later a dvilian truck pas- 
sing on a rarely used road near Sa’ir, 
northeast of Hebron was stoned near 
a school and one of its windows 
smashed. A curfew was imposed on 
the centre of the village from 9 a.m. 
to 1p.m. 

Meanwhile, in Ramallah, a teena- 
ger hurled a fire bomb at an Israeli 
car parked at the local government 
hospital. 

The attacker fled. Security forces 
clamped a curfew on the area for a 
few hours and detained several peo- 
ple, but the attacker was not among 
them.

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Orthodox women fume at rabbis

NEW YORK. - Tbe gentle tones of 
orthodox women dovening together 
opened a day of seething anger here 
at the first conference of the 
Women’s Teffla Network. 

The conference; which drew ab- 
out 60 women from the New York 
region, comes in the wake of a 
s cathing attack on die halachic legi- 
timacy of women’s prayer groups by 
five talmudists at Yeshiva Universi- 
ty: Herschel Schacter, Yehuda 
Parties, Mordechai Wfllig, Abraham 
Rronspigel and Nissim Alperr. 


At the conference, held on Sun- 
day, the orthodox women de- 
nounced a responsum issued by the 
five rabbis for its portrayal of their 
groups as falsely constituted 
minyardm. Because they believe that 
only men can form a minyan , the 
. women carefully avoid all prayers 
and blessings meant only for official 
communal prayer, they said. More 
insulting, they added, was the failure 
of any of the rabbis involved to 
contact them to find this out before 
issuing their judgement. 

In their responsum, issued last 
February, the talmudists attacked 
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the women's groups as “a total and 
very apparent deviation from tradi- 
tion” and an “imitation of the 
goyim, since all these customs are 
coming from the movement for the 
emancipation of women, which in 
this area is only for licentiousness.” 
In a later elaboration, Schacter com- 
pared them to Korah, the biblical 
figure who rebelled against Moses' 
authority, and was swallowed up by 
the earth. 

Rabbinic defenders of the 
women’s prayer groups were in scant 
evidence at the day-long conference, 
which took place at the Hebrew 
Institute of Riverdale in the Bronx. 
Rabbi Avraham Weiss, the insti- 
tute’s spiritual leader, was the only 
rabbi to address the group, though 
conference organizers acknow- 
ledged an exhaustive search for 
others. Weiss acts as rabbinic adviser 
for four of the six groups in the New 
York area. Rabbi Saul Berman of 
Manhattan’s Lincoln Square Syna- 
gogue also sponsors one. 

Trying to recruit the rabbis was 
like “nailing jello to the wall,” said 
Hannah Miriam Gordon, who 
asserted that several who supported

Threat of disease makes gays anxious 


“HERE COME the bringers of 
Aids, is what we said of them, all 
those gay American teenyboppers 
who arrived in Israel to spend the 
summer here, away from their pa- 
rents. I met an American boy 
here, and he asked me: ‘What am I, 
bacteria?’ ‘Yes,’ I told him. We see 
them as high risk and keep well 
away." 

Hus is Rafi fnot his real name) 
talking; blond, good looking, late 
thirties, U.S. boro, 18 years in 
Israel, a well-known Jerusalem 
businessman — and also known for 
being homosexual, a fact he does not 
disguise. 

Rafi and his friends form a tight- 
knit community within the capital. 
TTicir main meeting places are at 
parties in private homes, where 
friendships are made and broken in 
much the same way as heterosexual 
ones. Jerusalem’s gay community is 
a conservative one (“we wear suits 
and ties here”), and its members 


tend to work in government and the 
university. 

“It is not like Tel Aviv here," says 
Rafi. None of the dressing up in 
aviator glasses, ponytails and chains 
goes on in Jerusalem. “Believe it or 
not, we are not promiscuous. We 
don’t jump into bed straight away. 
We make a date, go out, have dinner 
together, just like a heterosexual 
couple. Most homosexuals have 
steady partners - I've been together 
with my friend for 13 years now, 

But it is an anxious^rommunity 
nowadays, because of the threat of 
Aids. “The gays leaving here to visit 
the U.S. go to parties there, 
but..nothingelse.” . 

“Are we being more careful be- 
cause of Aids? No more than in 
crossing the street - we haven’t put 
up the black flag yet. I think we 
would have a legitimate fear if this 
Aids thing crept into the army, 
among the 18- and 19-year-olds. 
That is the danger level.” 


Thus, for now, Rafi’s fears centre 
primarily upon “imported" Aids, 
the virus which may be carried by a 
gay visitor from abroad, and the 
U.S. in particular. 

“Jerusalemites have sense enough 
to say ‘Hands off. 1 ’ We usually stay 
among ourselves. We know each 
other. We don't even go down to Tel 
Aviv for company any more - it’s 
suspect. And if a Tel Aviv boy 
appears in “the garden” then, we 
say, ‘Oh, you’re from Tel Aviv, we 
don’t need you here!’ It’s almost like 
being from America." 

Rafi’s fears of imported Aids are 
borne out by the facts to date. 
According to Prof. Dan Michael!, 
Director General of the Health 
Ministry, from the time that the first 
case of Aids was discovered in Israel 
in December 1982. there have been. 
20 diagnosed cases, of which two' 
were transfusion-associated, five 
were haemophiliacs (given con- 
taminated blood) and the rest were 


male homosexuals. All of the 
homosexuals had either come them- 
selves from abroad, or had recently 
visited orb'ved in Europe or the U.S. 
All are now dead (except three who 
left the country). , 

The exception - and thus the most 
worrisome case - is the most recent 
one. reported in one of the capital’s 
hospitals, where the 32-year-old 
Israeli patient bad not had contact 
either with tourists or been out of' 
Israel himself. However, Michael! 
stressed, the patient’s homosexual 
partner “was promiscuous" and 
could have contacted the virus in 
that fashion. 

MOST OF THE homosexuals in 
Jerusalem are married, avers Rafi, 
and most have children. They many 
to have a family and a home life. 
They're not married to lesbians - in 
most cases the wives do not even 
know their partners are homosexual. 

Thus, they can’t go out to

The management committee of 
the Israel Broadcasting Authority 
last night ruled that anyone who in 
future tampered with TV program- 
ming will be subject to immediate 
dismissal.

The plane was hijacked as it left 
Athens for a flight to Rome. 

The 17-day hijack ended June 30 
with the release of 39 American 
passengers and crewmen in Beirut.

It freed 
the last 119 yesterday. 

Id another development, a former 
hostage on the TWA plane has 
accepted a cash settlement from 
TWA that is “somewhat more” than 
the $15,000 initially offered to her. 

But. under the terms of the settle- 
ment. Dorothy Tressler, 61, of 
Braintree. Massachusetts cannot sue 
the airline for failing to provide 
adequate security nor can she reveal 
the exact amount of the settlement, 
which was completed late last 
month. 

Five former hostages refused 
TWA's initial settlement offers and 
have filed lawsuits against the air- 
line.

Nehamkin hits Modal 
for high produce prices

TEL AVTV. - Agriculture Minister 
Arye Nehamkin blames Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i for the re- 
latively high prices of some fonts and 
vegetables. 

Treasury sources said yesterday 
there are plans to clamp price con- 
trols on carrots, onions and pota- 
toes, which are not part of the cur- 
rent price freeze. 

Nehamkin told newsmen here 
yesterday that he has been asking 
Moda'i to have the government 
guarantee farmers a minim um price 
for their produce. When the market 
price falls below the minimum 
Nehamkin explained, the govern- 
ment would compensate the far- 
mers. 

Moda'i has turned Nehamkin 


down, telling him that prices should 
be set by the market. 

“I'm sure that Moda’i will ask me 
to do something to bring prices down 
so that cost-of-living indexes can be 
lower," Nehamkin said. “The minis- 
ter said he would be willing to get the 
fanners to lower their prices onlyif it 
will be possible to control both 
wholesale and retail prices.” 

Simha Offer, the general manager 
of the Vegetable Production and 
Marketing Board told The Jerusalem 
Post that tomatoes, onions, potatoes 
and carrots have reasonable retail 
prices, but cabbage is relatively ex- 
pensive because the August heat 
wave ripened it and other vegetables 
early creating a shortage which has 
brought prices up. He said they 
would start dropping towards Yom 
Kippur. 


State okays lighter term for terrorist 


The prosecution has. recom- 
mended a reduction in the sentence 
of GiJad Pell, who was sentenced to 
10 years in jail for his activities as 
part of the Jewish terrorist under- 
ground. 

In the recommendation, made to 
the Supreme Court where Peli’s 
appeal against the stiffness of his 
sentence was under review, assistant 
attorney-general Dorit Beinish 
pointed out that several other mem- 
bers of the underground had re- 
ceived far lighter sentences for more 
serious offences. 


Lord Sieff of Brimpton, one of the 
patrons of Neve Shalom, the Arab- 
Jewish community near La trim, 
toured the village yesterday and vi- 
sited its primary school and its 
School for Peace. 


Peli was one of the first to plead 
guilty to membership in the under-' 
ground, to involvement in the 1980 
attack on the West Bank mayors, 
and to involvement in the plot to 
blow up the Temple Mount mos- 
ques. He was convicted and sent- 
enced several months before most of 


his fellow terrorists. 

Beinish said in her recommenda- 
tion that Peli’s sentence should be 
reduced to less than seven years. 

Peli’s defence attorney, however, 
has requested that his sentence be 
reduced to something in the region 
of three years. He pointed out that 
when the Jerusalem District Court 
handed down sentences in Peli’s 
case, it had not taken account of the 
circumstances in which Peli had 
acted, or the' fact that he had ex- 
pressed full remorse. 

Meanwhile, another member of 
the underground, Uri Maier, was 
released from Tel Mond prison 
yesterday after President Herzog re- 
duced his sentence on grounds of 01 
health. Maier had been sentenced to 
30 months in prison, and would not 
normally have been eligible for 
parole for another six months. (Itim) 


Officer defends expulsion orders 


O/C Central Command Aluf 
Amnon Shahak yesterday told the 
High Court of Justice that the expul- 
sion orders issued against three West ' 
Bank residents three weeks ago were 
intended to curb the deterioration of 
the security situation in the adminis- 
tered areas. 

Replying to the petitions against 
the expulsion orders submitted by 
the three, Shahak claimed that they 
were all key leaders of the terrorist 
organizations in the West Bank. He 
claimed operating on instructions 
from terrorist leaders abroad, they 
had worked without respite to pre- 
pare an infrastructure of terror in the 
area and to recruit local residents for 
membership in die terrorist orga- 
nizations. 

Shahak said he would make avail- 
able to the court any classified in- 


formation it requested to substanti- 
ate his charges against the three. 

He noted that be had acted strictly 
in accordance with international law 
in issuing the expulsion orders, once 
the government had removed its 
political restrictions on the use of 
such measures. 

Shahak also noted that it was not 
the function of the military review 
board to judge the merits of the case 
against those who received expul- 
sion orders, but simply to hear their 
appeals, examine the considerations 
of the officer 'Afro issued those orders, 
and then arrive at its conclusions.

Deputy Premier Levy says; 

1 stopped Alignment twice 
from forming its own gov’t’

TEL AVTV. - Deputy Premier 
David Levy recently thwarted two 
attempts by the Alignment to form a 
government without the Likud, he 
told political reporters at Beit Soko- 
lov yesterday. 

Levy said these attempts reached 
the point of portfolios having been 
promised, but he would not say to 
whom nor would he detail how he 
had torpedoed the deals. 

“We pointed out the consequ- 
ences to the potential partners, both 
for themselves and for the country,” 
Levy said. “But since there are still 
some in the Alignment who have 
illusions and who want to continue 
with these attempts, I won't say 
any more because I want to be able 
to use the same strategy again if 
necessary. 

The continuation of the national 
unity government depends on the 
Alignment, he said, not only as 
affects party politics, but also as 
concerns foreign policy. 

Any move toward negotiations 
with a Jordanian- Palestinian delega- 
tion will destroy the national unity 
government, he said. 

The Likud has to be loyal to the 
Land of Israel, be said, but must not 
allow itself to be pushed into taking 
joint action with those who accuse it 
of having lost its way. This comment 
was understood to refer to the 
Tehiya party. 

Asked to characterize Shimon 
Peres’ functioning as prime minister 
on the occasion of the first 
anniversary of the national unity 


government, Levy said that Peres 
wants to continue as prime minister 
and is doing everything to ensure 
this. 

“How successful he will be de- 
pends on the' Likud. We have to 
make sure we have an equal chance 
in the race,” he said. He said that no 
one party should use the withdrawal 
from Lebanon as its own political 
capital. The very existence of the 
national unity government is an 
achievement - but that existence 
isn’t sufficient, he said. 

Levy said he hopes the govern- 
ment will last its full term, despite its 
problems, because new elections 
would be in no one’s interest 

He said he hoped the Herut con- 
vention, scheduled for December, 
will not be postponed with the ex- 
cuse that holding it will endanger the 
rotation in the premiership.. 


‘Soviet U.S. warships 
converge on Tunisia’ 


CAIRO (AP). - The U.S., the 
Soviet Union and Algeria have 
moved warships to Tunisia following 
increased Libyan provocation ac- 
tions against its North African neigh- 
bour, the semi-official newspaper 
al-Ahram reported in its early edi- 
tion today. 

It said the Tunisian army has also 
raised its state of readiness after 
Libyan reconnaissance planes made 
two flights deep over Tunisia, the 
last of which took place last Satur- 
day.

Hie NT! proposes to halt the in- 
crease in the number of “working 
poor” by three measures: A mini , 
mum wage law; revising the tax 
structure; correcting the imbalances 
in the child allowance system. 

The Nil is working to restore the 
allowance for the first child and to 
eliminate taxation of the allowance 
for the second and third child. 

The Nil has proposed an immedi- 
ate updating of the minimum wage 
by 20 per cent in September. Last 
month the minimum wage, which is 


not established in law at present, fell 
to 32.5 per cent of the average wage 
compared to 39 per cent in April. 
Baruch said Nil data indicate this 
will fall to around 30 per cent by 
December. 

“How can we ignore the fact that 
the minimum wage in Israel is com- 
parable to that of Portugal and 
Taiwan?” Baruch asked. He called 
for immediate government action, 
rejecting a cabinet proposal to wait 
until April 1986. Asked to make a 
forecast for 1985, based on the data 
of last year, Baruch replied: “We 
can only guess - but it certainly won’t 
be better. 

“Every effort most be made to 
include these reforms in the econo- 
mic programme. We can’t let young 
couples feel that their only economic 
alternative is to begin their married 
life abroad.” 


Remands extended for billion-shekel robbery suspects

TEL AVIV. - Six of the 12 suspects 
in the billion-shekel robbery - the 
biggest ever in Israel - appeared in 
Tel Aviv Magistrates Court yester- 
day, where their remand was ex- 
tended by three to 15 days. 

The suspects, all of whom were 
known figures to the police in the 
past are Mich .(Pepe) Rokenstein, 
44, of Tel Aviv; Ere? Visbinski, 26, 
of Tel Aviv, Meir Haviv, 27, of Tel 
Aviv; Ya’acov Zukeri, 26, of Bat 
Yam; David Brinker, 38, of Tei Aviv 
and his wife Esther, 30, who is three 
months pregnant. 

ISlb, were taken at gun-point by 
three masked men from two men 
who were about to deposit the 
money in the United Mizrahi Bank 


at Bar-Ban University on August 27. 

On Sunday two men on their way 
to Jerusalem were arrested at the 
Sha’ar Hagai gas station, after IS68 
million of the stolen money was 
found in their car. They were pre- 
sumably intending to change the 
money into foreign currency in East 
Jerusalem. 

Later that day, police found a little 
under half a billion shekels in an 
apartment rented earlier this week in 
the Bavli quarter of Tel Aviv and 
arrested ten more suspects. 

The police representative yester- 
day did not detail the part, each 
suspect played in the robbery and 
submitted classified material to the 
judge. 

The police representative did say 
that Rokenstein is not suspected of

Happy birthday for Smadar 
and her history-making son

Medical history was made in Jeru- 
saiem this week when Smadar Ma- 
man became the first woman known 
to give birth twice after having a 
previous cervical pregnancy. 

Maman f 37, of Moshav Bar 
Yochai, gave birth by Ceasarean sec- 
tion on Monday to a healthy boy at 
Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek Hospital. 
Two years ago she became the 
second woman' in the .'world fo 'con- 
ceive and to' give birth following a 
cervical pregnancy, .the first re- 
ported case having occurred a month 
earlier in South Korea. 

Cervical pregnancy is extremely 
rare, occurring once in about 
100,000 pregnancies. In such a case, 
the fertilized egg fails to implant 
itself in the wall of the uterus and 
descends into the cervix, where it 
begins to develop. 

There have been only 80 cases of 
cervical pregnancy which have con- 
tinued long enough to need medical 
attention. Most occurrences are 
spontaneously aborted at an early 
stage. In virtually all of tide long- 
term cases doctors are forced to 
perform abortions followed by hys- 
terectomies to save the life of the 


When Maman ’s cervical pregnan- 
cy was diagnosed and aborted at 
Safad hospital in 1982, she re- 
fused to allow a hysterectomy to be 
performed. An observant Jew, she 
wanted to be able to have more 
children in addition to a son and 
daughter bom previously. 

Her obstetrician. Dr. Shlomo Bal- 
ias, agreed. After her successful re- 
covery, she conceived and gave birth 
fo a second son, delivered by Balias. 
During this last pregnancy, she JoK 
lowed Balias for treatment to'Shaare 
Zedek, where he is now chief of 
obstetrics and gynecology. 

“Although it is extremely rare, we 
have learned that it is possible for a 
woman to have a normal pregnancy 
and delivery (by Caesarean section) 
following a previous cervical preg- 
nancy,” Balias told The Jerusalem 
Post. “But I assume this will be the 
only case I will see in my lifetime.’ 

Until the early 1960s, the mortal- 
ity rate of women wife cervical preg- 
nancies was about 50 per cent, said 
Balias. With unproved techniques of 
blood transfusion and life support, 
most now survive. 

Maman is making a normal recov- 
ery following the Caesarean deliv- 
ery. She says she wants more chil- 
dren, but “not right away." 


AJC delegation here 
after visit to Jordan

The delegation arrived in Jordan 
Monday, a day after talks with Egyp- 
tian President Hosm Mubarak in 
Cairo. 

“We came to learn and to assess 
after we learn,” said Theodore 
Mann, the group’s president, in a 
telephone interview shortly after the 
delegation arrived in Amman.

Robbers of elderly man get 6 years’ jail 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - Two men who 
robbed an elderly man in Ramie and 
beat his brother, were sentenced by 
the district court here yesterday to 
six years imprisonment-. 

Ata Atwana, 22, of Yatir, a Be- 
duin village near Arad, and David 
Kravi, 24, of Moshav Petahya, near 
Ramie, were found guilty of robbing 
Simon Aharon of IS100,000 last 
February. 

Together with a third man. who is 
still at large, they attacked Aharon, 
66, as he returned fo his home in 
Ramie. The men blindfolded and 


handcuffed him, dragged him into 
his apartment, and threatened him 
with a gun. Inside the apartment, the 
men attacked Ezra Aharon, 45, 
Simon’s younger brother, after he 
told them he had no money. Ezra 
Aharon, who suffered head wounds, 
is still in critical condition. 

Atwana's father, an invalid, told 
the court his son was the sole bread- 
winner for his 14 children. But the 
judge said personal circumstances 
should not be considered in sentenc- 
ing those guilty of crimes against the 
elderly and punishment must be se- 
vere. 


10 years in jail for selling weapons 


LQD. - A 10-year prison term was 
imposed earlier this week on Jamil 
Yussuf Mahmud All of Yama vil- 
lage, northeast of Tulkarm, for sell- 
ing eight hand-grenades stolen from 
the Israel Defence Forces and four 
pistols to a member of the PLO in 
the Gaza District. In reporting this

Businessmen remain in Tokyo for talks 

Shamir returning from J apan 
optimistic about results of visit

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir is flying home 
from his official visit to Japan “satis- 
fied and optimistic,” according to 
minis try officials in Jerusalem in 
close touch with him . Shamir heard 
yesterday from both Premier Yasu- 
hiro Nakasone and Foreign Minister 
Shin taro Abe that Tokyo is eager to 
have closer relations with Israel. 

The group of Israeli business ex- 
ecutives who accompanied Shamir 
are staying on for detailed trade talks 
with Japanese officials and repre- 
sentatives of leading companies. 

Yesterday, the Israeli party met 
with some of the top names - in 
Japanese industry at the Keidanren, 
the manufacturers' association. 
Among those present were repre- 
sentatives of Toyota, Mitsubishi and 


other major firms which have shun- 4 
ned direct contact with Israel for fear 
of losing Arab markets. 

Shamir stressed in all his meetings 
that close ties with Israel, both com- 
mercial and political, need not 
weaken Japan's ties with the Arab 
world. Indeed, Shamir argued, the 
contrary was often the case. 

Nakasone said Japan was inten- 
sifying its political interest and in- 
volvement in the Middle East. “We 
are interested in a dialogue with both 
sides ” he was quoted as saying by 
Israeli sources. 

Nakasone noted that Japan's mar- 
kets were open and free, and Israeli 
companies were welcome to com- 
pete for them. 

Shamir invited Abe to Israel, and 
the Japanese minister accepted “in 
principle."

A Jerusalem man who murdered a 
business associate from Bethlehem 
was sentenced fo life imprisonment 
by the District Court yesterday. 

Shlomo Shmuel was found guilty 
of clubbing, then strangling to death 
Issa Mohammad Muslimi in March 
last year. He then pushed Musiimi's 
car, with the body in it. down a 
hillside below Hadassah Hospital in 
Em Kerem, in an attempt to fake an 
accident. 

Shmuel denied the charge, but the 
judges were convinced by three 


recorded conversation between 
Shmuel and a cellmate, in which he 
admitted killing Muslimi: his wife's 
testimony that she had found his 
shoes covered in mud and blood 
under their bed; and the retrieval of 
his dothes from a well in the yard of 
his home, which forensic tests re- 
vealed had traces of Musiimi's blood 
on them. 

Shmuel and Muslimi were in- *■ 
votved in a business deal involving 
the sale of mechanical equipment at 
the time of the murder. (Itim) 



BEIRUT (Reuter). - A joint force 
of Shi'ite Moslems and Palestinians 
headed by Syrian officers deployed 
around Beirut’s Bourj AI-Barajneh 
refugee camp yesterday in a bid to 
end more than a week of bitter 
fighting, security sources said. 

The move came after an eighth 
straight day of clashes between 
Shi’ites and Palestinians at the ram- 
shackle camp on the outskirts of 
mainly-Moslem West Beirut in 
which more than 50 people have 
been reported killed and around 250 
wounded. 

The Shi'ite AmaJ militia and the 
pro-Syrian Palestine National Salva- 
tion Front agreed Monday night to 
position 20 observers under the com- 
mand of five Syrian officers around 
Bourj al-Barajneh, but clashes 
yesterday delayed the deployment 
for about 12 hours. 


Shi'ite Amal militiamen poured 
long bursts of fire from truck- 
mounted 30mm anti-aircraft guns 
into Palestinian strongpoints on the 
northern and western fringes of the 
sprawling camp. 

Other fighters in combat fatigues 
and black tee-shirts emblazoned 
i with white skull motifs opened up 
with automatic weapons, as Palesti- 
nians fired .50-calibre machine guns. 

It was not clear what triggered 
yesterday's clashes, but Shi'ite Amal 
militiamen were edgy and nervous as 
they ringed the camp behind sand- 
bag emplacements. 

The latest bout of fighting has, by 
police count, at least 53 killed and 
250 wounded. Security officials said 
at least 60 Palestinian wounded, 
some critically, are lying in base- 
ments in the camp waiting to be 
moved to hospitals.

The casba, which has a population 
of some 10,000 people, remained 
under' curfew yesterday, for the 
eighth day. The curfew" had been 
imposed following the stabbing of 
two soldiers guarding an uninha- 
bited home Jewish settlers claim to 
own. One of the soldiers died. 

The curfew has created difficulties 
especially for families who rely on 
daily earnings at jobs in the casba to 


buy food. Some breadwinners have 
been unable to report to work for a 
week, it was reported. Hebron mer- 
chants raised contributions to help 
the families in distress. 

A well-placed defence source said 
the curfew in the casba may be 
lifted today. 

The settlers, however, object to 
ending the curfew unless new secur- 
ity measures are introduced. They 
proposed measures at a meeting with 
Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy in Hebron on Monday. 

In another development the Arab 
Journalists Association criticized the 
authorities for ordering the closure 
of the East-Jerusalem based Al- 
Manar news agency. 

The authorities said they closed 
al-Manar because it was run by the 
Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine.

The Israel Defence Forces yester- 
day released the last 119 prisoners it 
captured during its stay in Lebanon. 

. The prisoners, mostly bearded 
Shi’ite Moslems, were driven in 
huse* from Atlit prison to South 
•- where they were freed 
north oi the security zone in a Red 
Cross-supervised operation. 

They were the final batch from 
1,132 prisoners transferred, to Israel 
when the IDF dosed the Ansar pris- 
on camp in South Lebanon on April 
2. They included members of the' 
extremist Shi’ite Hezbollah party. 

The IDF had said die release of 
prisoners would be linked to the 
security situation in South Lebanon, 
where the army had been battling 
Shi'ite units before its withdrawal in 
June. 

The IDF retains hundreds of milit- 
ary advisers, and agents in the secur- 
ity zone and they together with the 
South Lebanese Army have suc- 
ceeded in keeping Israel’s northern 
border relatively quiet since the 
withdrawal. 

The ■ detention centre at Atlit, 
otherwiseknown as arnty prison No. 
6, will revert to housing Israeli sol- 
diers who violate military law, army 
sources said. 

The Lebanese prisoners’ release 
was demanded in June by Shi'ite 
hijackers who held 39 Americans 
hostage in Beirut after seizing a 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) plate. 
Israel had freed 466 men before 


the hijacking, but refused to comply 
with the kidnappers’ demand that it 
release the remainder in 
for the U.S. hostages. 

After the TWA hostages were 
freed the IDF released the Adit 
detainees in 10 batches, including 
yesterday's final group. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir told repor- 
ters in Japan on Monday that Israel 
had taken into account other coun- 
tries' demands to accelerate then- 
release. 

Wearing blue and white track 
suits, the prisoners were put aboard 
buses in the prison compound. Their 
hands were bound with plastic, 
straps. 

“All of us here want peace ndw,” 
one of them said in broken English. 
Several others, whispering to repor- 
ters through the cracks in the 
blacked-oul windows, said: “We are 
with Khomeini.” 

■ AP reports from Tyre: 

Once the released men - 83 
Shi'ites and 36 Palestinians- crossed 
at Ras al-Bayada on Lebanon’s 
southern, coast, they were cheered 
by hundreds of men and women 
lining the 8-kilometre road to lyre. 

Women blew kisses. Shi'ite Amal 
militiamen, who control the region, 
thrust Kalashnik ov rifles into the* 
outstretched hands of several of the 
beaming returnees. 

The prisoners vowed to fight on. 
Abdel Hadar Ham man, a 19-year- 
old Shi’ite, declared: ‘‘We will fight 
back and throw die Israelis out of 
our country.” 


Move to get Moda’i, Sharir

Share regulation didn’t harm 
small investor — bourse chief 


The regulation system that the 
banks used to push up the price of 
their shares prior to the 1983 stock 
exchange crash benefited the small 
investor, Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
Chairman Meir Heth told the Bejski 
Commission yesterday. 

Replying to Yigai A in on, attor- 
ney for Bank Mizrahi at the inquiry 
into the bank shares collapse, Heth 
said be had expected the govern- 
ment to take action over the regula- 
tion of shares but it did not do so. 

He rejected Anion's suggestion 
that share regulation harmed the 
small investor, saying that the “small 
man” bad in effect done very well 
out of it. 

To Uri Azin on, representing the 
Securities Authority, Heth repeated 
his thesis that the exchange fay itself 
could not have resolved the complex 
problem posed by share regulation. 

“There was no reason, logic or 
responsibility (for us) to take a deci- 
sion to stop the regulation, without 
having the backing of the state au- 
thorities, the government and the 
Bank of Israel and without the 
agreement of the interested parties, 

namely the h anks ,” he noted. 


Had the management of the ex- 
change made a derision regarding 
the regulation, the likely result 
would have been a trading halt the 
next day and demands from ' the 
heads of the b anks to the finance 
minister to reverse the derision at 
once, Heth suggested. 

On the other hand, the banks 
themselves could have changed the 
daily regulation system by altering 
the way they raised money from the 
public, he added. In any event the 
stopping of regulation was such a 
far-reaching decision as to be 
beyond the level of responsibility 
that the exchange was willing to 
accept. 

The managing director of the ex- 
change, Yossi Nitzam, described to 
the commission the methods of trad- 
ing, management and control within 
the exchange. 

He mentioned the hostile atmos- 
phere of “almost brutal” attacks on 
the exchange and its personnel that 
existed between 1979 and the crisis 
of 1983, in the media and on the part 
of some public figures. These even 
took die form of physical assaults in 
some cases, he noted. (Itim)

Many straights (heterosexuals) to- 
day want to try a homosexual experi- 
ence, be says, and Israeli men do not 
see a homosexual experience as 
“cheating" on their wives - there’s 
no risk of pregnancy, and somehow 
they don’t think it trill hurt their 
wives. 

Israeli men suffer from the macho 
image which they have to project. 
Thus they conceal their homosexual- 
ity. This makes the discovering of 
such men - potential Aids carriers - 
that much more difficult than in a 
society, such as America, where 
homosexuality is much more open 
and accepted. (One San Francisco 
synagogue, for example, which ca- 
ters to the gay. .community there, 
recently came out with the following 
■ publicity slogan to deal with the Aids 
phenomenon: “If we can’t play 
together, let’s pray together.”) 

IF ORDINARY married men in 
Israel disguise their homosexuality 
and keep it secret from their wives, 
then it is even more likely thar this is 
so amongst Israel’s orthodox retir

gious community. 

Rafi has stories of men in streimels 
and black hats, who frequent one of 
the city's parks which is a known 
meeting place. He adds, “Many boys 
who come to the park wear kippot, 
which they pnt in their pockets until 
they leave.” 

The danger, says Rafi, is what 
happens if Aids were to appear with- 
in the religious community - in yeshi- 
vot for example- bearing with it the 
danger of infecting unsuspecting 
wives who could then produce in- 
fants with Aids. 

Several of the homosexuals who 
appear in the park are young Arabs, 
he notes. 

A survey by Kaplan immunologist 
Prof. Zev Handzel, shows that 
Israeli homosexuals with Aids anti- 
bodies are about 12 per cent. In the 
U.S., the figure is now 65 per cent, 
and “in some communities, it is as 
high as 85 per cent.” 

“Our study was based on a very 
small sample - and that sample was 
not representative of the general 
population of the Israeli homosex- 
uals. Because all the men voluntarily 
turned to us, they were the better 
educated, who read foreign news- 
papers and who have a high level of 
awareness.

“There must be thousands who 
probably live a more promiscuous 
lifestyle who have anonymous con- 
tact, and there are many especially 
among the very young Israeli gay 
population who never turn up at any 
hospital for tests. Those of course 
are the ones who are most at risk and 
it is possible that they have an even 
higher level of the Aids antibodies 
than those in our survey. 

As far as bisexuality is concerned, 
Prof. Handzel stressed that there are 
people in Israel who are essentially 
heterosexual but who do have occa- 
sional homosexual contact. There 
are also people who are true bisex- 
uals, with a steady wife or girlfriend 
’and. an equally active homosexual 
life. Nobody knows the extent of this 
problem. 

‘1 get phone calls every day from 
men who are bisexual and who are 
deeply concerned about their fiuni- 
fies, their wives and children. They 
are exactly the people who should be 
tested extensively because they might 
be the conduit through which the 
virus could spread beterosexnaDy 
into die general population.” 

As far as the orthodox community 
is concerned. Prof. Handzel said that 
be at Kaplan has had yeshiva stu- 
dents who came to the clinic volun- 
tarily. “But to reach this very hidden 
part of society, one must convince 
the rabbis to talk to them , make 
them go and get examined for the 
Aids virus, totally in confidence.” 

Handzel said that very little is 
known about Israel’s Arab 
homosexuals. “But they have many ’ 
contacts with the Jewish community 
of homosexuals, especially in “the 
garden” in Jerusalem.” 

RAFI HIMSELF has seen the de- 
bilitating effects of Aids at first 
hand. One of his friends was a sabra 
from Tel Aviv who had visited Ger- 
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many. “He came to my home at 
Pessah a year before he died, with- 
out knowing that be had Aids. I was 
shocked by the way he looked - 
terrible, thin, drawn, pale.” The 
man had had several friends, all of 
whom arc alive and healthy, accord- 
ing to Rafi. None of them was tested 
for Aids after their friend’s death, 
saysRafi. 

How is Israel’s hom o sex u al com- 
munity complying with requests not 
to donate blood? “Of course, we all 
gave blood in the army,” says Rafi. 
“But now we are not giving any 
more. We have enough sense of 
responsibility not to want to give 
Aids to anyone. But when there’s a 
screening test available, we’ll all go 
for testing.” 

This reporter gave Rafi the small 
notice given to voluntary blood 
donors at the Magen David Adom’s 
central blood bank. In addition to 
the usual requests for name, sex, 
identity card number, age, address 
and telephone number, the reverse 
side of the document bears some 
requests in small print: Please do not 
give blood if you have had jaundice 
or malaria in the past five years; have 
syphilis, or have had a homosexual 
relationship. 

When I asked Rafi for Ms reac- 
tion, he had none. In this country for 
many years, he still cannot read 
Hebrew. Otherwise, at blood bank 
centres in Israel, there is no indica- 
tion at all - by signs or in speech - 
that it is important that homosexuals 
do not donate blood. If this small 
notice was printed also in English 
and Arabic, it would be a small but 
important step in the right direction. 

So far, Rafi and his friends have 
not come up against any anti-, 
homosexual phobia due to the Aids 
crisis, unlike in America, where peo- 
ple are reacting badly towards their 
homosexual acquaintances. 

But the current Aids fear could 
bring with it an anti-homosexual 
reaction. 

Although the virus is spread pri- 
marily through intimate contact - 
usually sexual; through blood and 
semen, ft is also present in other 
body liquids - tears and saliva, and 
even, some say, urine. According to 
the International Herald Tribune, 
“no one knows how often its pre- 
sence in these fluids leads to infec- 
tion.” 

• However, medical experts inter- 
viewed by this reporter insist there is 
no danger at all from most contact 
with a homosexual, even if “he cuts 
his finger.” Aids can only be trans- 
mitted sexually or through blood 
transfusions, they say. 

This should reassure friends of 
homosexuals and, also, the health 
care workers who come into contact 
with Aids patients in hospitals.

HAIFA. - Millioiis of feke Winston 
cigarettes, 15 tons in all, are to be 
burned at Haifa Port today by order 
of District Court Judge Hanoch 
Ariel after a two-year legal battle. 

Five tons of the bogus smokes 
were burned in the port a year ago. 
The rest won a reprieve at the re- 
quest of the Beirut importer. 

The cigarettes arrived here in 
January 1983 at a time when Israel 
was allowing Lebanese importers to 
use the port. 

But before they could be put on 
tracks for Lebanon, detectives for 


the Winston manufacturers, 
Reynolds International Tobacco 
Company, who had been tracking 
the shipment through Europe, suc- 
cessfully appealed to the court to 
halt the transport. 

Reynolds' lawyer Rudolf Gott- 
schalk charged that the cigarettes 
were made in Bulgaria at an unli- 
cenced factory and shipped through 
different countries to cover their 
trail. 

Gottschalk said that the 
cigarettes, though they looked like 
Winston and were "manufactured in 
USA.” were bogus and would harm 
Reynolds'gooo name if marketed. 


He asked the court to order their 
destruction and this was granted. 
But before it could be executed in 
full the Lebanese importer obtained 
a reprieve, which was cancelled last 
week. 

The importer claimed that the 
cigarettes were real Winstons and 
should be burned only by smokers. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
the cigarettes have a market value of 
$250,000. Reynolds spent $150,000 
to track them to Haifa, another 
S 10,000 for port storage fees and the 
burning to be carried out under the 
supervision of the local Lloyds 
agent. 


No end in sight to Ethiopian Jews’ protest

Worshippers at Jerusalem’s Great 
Synagogue over Rosh Hashana may 
well be confronted by the sight of 
hundreds of Ethiopian Jews camped 
out on the ground just across the 
street from the house of worship 
with its plush seats, crystal chande- 
liers and marble walls. 

Last night there was no end in 
sight to the demonstration by over 
200 Ethiopian immigrants who are 
protesting the Chief Rabbinate's rul- 
ing that in effect requires all Ethio- 
pian Jewish candidates for marriage 
to undergo the symbolic conversion 
ceremony which they consider humi- 
liating. 

If no settlement is reached today 
or tomorrow, it is unlikely that any 
religious leader will be willing to 
negotiate on Friday or on Sunday, 
the day before Rosh Hashana, while 


the Ethiopians are determined to 
continue their sit-in until their de- 
mands are met. 

Yesterday Rabbi Moshe Solo- 
mon. diretn or-generaJ of the Reli- 
gious Affairs Ministry, who has been 
authorized by Prime Minister Peres 
to deal with the problem, met for 
over three hours with the leaders of 
the protesters, to no avail. 

“What they are asking is unattain- 
able.” Solomon told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. “They want to be 
accepted unconditionally us Jews, 
while the earlier agreement (be- 
tween the prime minister, the chief 
rabbis and leaders of the commun- 
ity) stipulated that each individual 
case would be considered on its own 
merits.” 

The impasse means that President 
Herzog. Religious Affairs Minister 
Yosef Burg and other worshippers at 
the Great Synagogue are likely to 


have an unavoidable view of the 
Ethiopian Jews just before they re- 
cite the holiday penitential prayers. 

A spokesman for the Chief Rab- 
binate yesterday told The Past the 
chief rabbis are determined not to 
meet with the leaders of whnt they 
call the protesting faction of the 
Ethiopian Jews until the mass de- 
monstration ends. In the past, he 
said, they promised to stop demon- 
strating if there were talks and then 
broke their promise. 

Meanwhile, Jerusalem residents 
have begun bringing blankets and 
food to the Ethiopian Jews, many of 
whom came unprepared for the long 
hot days and cold Jerusalem nights. 
Among the donors are the members 
of Hemdat, the coalition for reli- 
gious freedom which includes the 
Masorati and Progressive move- 
ments. humanists, archeologists and 
pathologists. 


Major art exhibit opens in Jerusalem

The Weisman Foundation of Art 
exhibit opened at the Israel Museum 
last night, attended by U.S. Ambas- 
sador Thomas Pickering making his 
first public appearance since taking 
up fats post here last month. 

The man who got together the 80 
mostly-huge works by 69 modern 
artists and sculptors that make up 
the exhibit, American collector 
Frederick Weisman, flew into Jeru- 
salem on Monday in a private jet. 

Accompanying Weisman are two 
of the New York painters repre- 
sented in the show: veteran portrait 
painter Alex Katz and a compara- 
tively new discovery, Troy Braun- 
tuch, who stains huge canvases with 
ink and pastel. 

A slightly different selection from 
the collection will go on view at the 
Td AViV Museum early in Novem- 
ber. 

The Weisman Foundation was 


established three years ago with the 
purpose of sending art works on 
tour. Packing, shipping and insur- 
ance costs are so huge that it is 
unusual for a show of this size to 
move even between Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv. The massive crates hous- 
ing the works were flown here from 
California in a specially chartered El 
Al cargo jumbo. 

The show is accompanied every- 
where by its curator, Nora Halpem. 
She and Weisman are on the lookout 
for items to add to the collection, 
and Monday evening they met sever- 
al dozen Israeli artists at a reception 
at the Ticho House in Jerusalem. 

Weisman. 73, a Maryland-based 
businessman who lives in Los 
Angeles, is the largest independent 
distributor of Toyota automobiles in 
the U;S. Tomorrow he- flies his party 
to LuxOr; and on 'Friday to Rome.

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Norway’s PM leads foes by one seat 


OSLO (Reuter). - Prime Minister 
Kaare Willoch yesterday narrowly 
survived Norway's general elections 
after a Labour opposition campaign 
for more oil revenue to be spent on 
welfare cut his centre-right coali- 
tion's majority to one seat. 

The final result, which hung in the 
balance until the early hours of the 
morning, left the three government 
parties with 45 per cent of the vote 
and 7S of the 157 seats in the Storting 
(parliament) against 49 per cent and 
77 seats for the left. 

There was no jubilation at the 
outcome on the government side. 
Willoch warned that Norway would 
be more difficult to govern as a result 
of the close vote. But he publicly 
congratulated the Labour opposi- 
tion on its impressive gains. 

For Labour leader Gro Harlem 
Brundtland. the election was a per- 
sonal triumph. Labour increased its 
share of the vote by nearly four- per 
cent, making deep inroads in the 
government vote, especially in rural 
areas left behind by the oil boom. 


Labour conducted a vigorous 
campaign, attacking WIDoch’s re- 
cord on health and social services 
and portraying him as uncaring. The 
Labour message dearly appealed to 
Norway's highly egalitarian tradi- 
tions and at one point of the count 
Labour looked assured of a one-seat 
majority. 

Although Willoch has hung on to 
power, he is widely expected to have 
to moderate his stance on economic 
and foreign policy. 

The prime minister yesterday said 
it was clear the government would 
have to follow careful policies, but 
stressed it could not give in to threats 
and pressures. 

The government has admitted its 


image of curbing welfare benefits 
had cost votes and the junior part- 
ners in Willoch’s coalition have 
already signalled they will press for 
less restraint in government spend- 
ing, especially on health services. 

During his last four years in pow- 
er, Willoch fought to curb public 
spending, giving priority to cutting 
Norway's inflation rate - now down 
to 5.8 per cent from 10 per cent in 
1981. 

The most immediate threat raised 
by the left's electoral gains was to 
Willoch’s tough line on security and 
defence. Brundtland early yesterday 
warned Willoch he would not be able 
to push his pro-American line 
through the new parliament. 


UK woman given massive blood transfusion 


LONDON (Reuter). - A 21-year- 
old woman, now recovering from 
Britain's latest heart and lung trans- 
plant operation, bad to be given 
more than 60 litres of blood to keep 
her alive, a hospital spokesman said. 


The average human body contains 
five litres of blood.

Thais ‘soft 9 on rebels 


to keep country united 


BANGKOK (AP). - Thailand's 
Prime Minister said yesterday that 
his government used “the softest 
measures" to put down a coup 
attempt in order to avoid bloodshed 
| and preserve national unity. 

In his first meeting with reporters 
! since Monday's failed takeover bid, 
Prime Minister Prem TmsuJanonda 
also said the state of emergency 
declared in response to the coup 
attempt should be extended for a few 
more days. ■>. 

The emergency empowers author- 
ities to detain suspects without arrest 
warrants in the wake of the violence, 
which left four people dead and 59 
wounded. 

Prem said a joint rivflian-military 
committee has been established to 
investigate the coup attempt. He 
said he has directed authorities to 
give fair treatment to those sus- 
pected of involvement. 

“As yon have already seen, we 
have tried to use the softest mea- 
sures to try to save lives and prop- 
erty... We gave even those who were 
misled a chance to correct them- 
selves," said the 65-year-old leader. 


Government forces “avoided us- 
ing harsh means so as to main tain 
national unity," Prem said. 

Military sources said Kriangsak 
Chomanand, the former prime 
minis ter and current leader of the 
National Democracy Party, and two 
other suspected coup leaders were to 
be escorted yesterday for an audi- 
ence in southern Thailand with King 
Bhumipol Adulyadej. 

. The king is highly respected by the 
great majority ofThais and has inter- 
ceded in previous periods of turmoil 
to bring things back to normal. 

Deputy Defence Minister Paxnang 
Kantarat said the core leaders of the 
coup, former battalion commander 
Col. Manoon Rubkachorn and his 
brother. Manat Rubkachorn, head 
of the air force security force, were 
flown out to Singapore late Monday. 

Prem cut short a visit to Indonesia 
to return hours after the coup was 
suppressed. The country’s next most 
powerful figure, aimed forces com- 
mander Gen. Artfait Kamlang-Ek, 
rushed back from a European tour 
and arrived in Bangkok early yester- 
day.

Soviet, government forces 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). - 
Soviet and Afghan government sol- 
diers suffered more than 1,000 in- 
juries and deaths in an offensive they 
launched near the Pakistan border. 
Western diplomats said here yester- 
day. 

The diplomats said the goal of the 
offensive, which began August 21, is 
to choke off guerrilla supply lines 
and gain greater control of the area. 

The offensive, in which 15,000 
troops took part, was winding down 
late last week, the diplomats said, 
quoting diplomatic reports from the 
Afghan capital of Kabul. 

The government-run news media 
in Kabul reported “intense fighting" 
in parts of Paktia, but they did not 
specify; what area was involved or the 
nature of the fighting. 

The Western diplomats said the 
offensive left a large-number of Isla- 


mic insurgents dead and hundreds 
wounded. Streams of the wounded 
were brought to the Pakistani border 
city of Peshawar for treatment, they 
said. 

Diplomats said the insurgents shot 
down four Soviet helicopters during 
the Paktia fighting, one of which was 
downed near Khost on Sept 3. 

The diplomats said the insurgents 
were continuing to harass Soviet and 
Afghan military convoys on the 
Gardez-Khost road, which was used 
to send heavy military equipment 
and troops into Paktia. They also 
have attacked Soviet convoys and 
positions in the Pech valley near 
Paktia, the diplomats said.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan said yesterday he 
looked forward to Ms November 
s ummi t meeting with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev as a starting 
point for progress in East- West rela- 
tions. 

Welcoming Danish Prime Minis- 
ter Poui Schlueter to the White 
House, Reagan also said a stable 
peace would not be secured by wish- 
fill thinking or public relations cam- 
paigns. “We look forward to the 
coming meeting in Geneva not for an 
end of all that has been wrong be- 
tween East and West but for a begin- 
ning point of better relations, a start- 
ing point for progress,” Reagan said. 

railing for efforts to achieve a 
century of peace, Reagan declared 
that stable peace “will not be se- 
cured by wishful thinking or public 
relations campaigns.” 

He did not explain but the remark 
appeared to be a jibe at Kremlin 
statements leading up to the summit. 

In Moscow, Gorbachev, met 
prominent West German opposition 
politician Johannes Rau yesterday 
and told him Moscow would wel- 
come the idea of setting up a zone in 
Europe free of chemical arms if the 
U.S. backed the proposal. 

Rau, widely tipped to lead the 
Social Democratic Party (SPD) into 
the 1987 elections, had referred to a 
joint SPD- East German proposal on 
chemical arms during his two-hour 


talks. 


French rail chief 


resigns over 
deadly crashes 


PARIS (Reuter). - The head of 
French railways resigned yesterday 
after a series of summer crashes 
which killed 84 people, a railways 
spokesman said. 

Andre Chadeau, 58, head of the 
Societe Nationale des Chemins De 
Fer Francais (SNCF) since Septem- 
ber 1981, handed his resignation to 
Transport Minister Paul Quiles who 
accepted it. 

In a letter to Quiles, Chadeau 
said: “As chairman of the SNCF 
board, I think I must objectively 
bear the responsibility for these acci- 
dents.” 

His resignation came as SNCF 
officials launched an extensive in- 
quiry into safety and operating proc- 
edures after initial checks showed 
human error was behind at least 
three crashes. 

A night mail train ploughed into a 
derailed passenger express on Au- 
gust 31 and the passenger train driy- 
er was charge! with manslaughter 
^&ttSefa airSaiftg Ttifc‘.yras driving ’too-' 
fast in a zone under repair. Forty- 
three people died. 

A stationmaster was also charged 
with manslaughter in an August 3 
head-on collision which killed 33. 
Officials said he admitted to investi- 
gators that he had allowed a local 
train onto a angle-track line before a 
southbound train had passed. 

The two crashes followed a level- 
crossing accident in Normandy on' 
July 8 in which eight people died. 


Peking executes 
17 criminals 


in two weeks 


PEKING (AP). - Seventeen men 
were executed recently for murder, 
rape or robbery, according to post- 
ers and a special exhibit seen outside 
a city court yesterday. 

Most of the men were peasants or 
unemployed and all but four were in 
their 20s. Six were convicted of sex 
offences. * 

The executions were carried out in 
Peking between August 23 and 
September 5, according to the post- 
ers and a glass-case exhibit outside 
the Peking Intermediate People's 
Court The posters had big, blood- 
red check marks. 

One 29-year-old offender, Wu 
Jmg, was a habitual thief who com- 
mitted 110 robberies at Peking Uni- 
versity and 20 other colleges in the 
aty, the exhibit said. 

Lin Guangxiang, a 52-year-old 
peasant, was angered when a 12- 
year-old girl damaged his corn seedl- 
ings and killed her brother, the ex- 
hibit said. 

Western diplomats estimate at 
least 10,000 executions have taken 
place since August 1983 when a 
national anti-crime campaign began. 

Meanwhile, 16 persons have been 
hanged in a Teheran jail for drag 
offences, the Iranian evening news- 
paper, Eteleuu , said yesterday.

BONN. (Reuter) - Wimbledon ten- 
nis champion Boris Becker has 
admitted that he is having problems 
coping with sudden success. 

Becker, 17, the youogest man to 
win a Grand Slam singles title and 
the first unseeded Wimbledon cham- 
pion, told the magazine Quick : I 
often have no idea where I actually 
am or where I stand, in life or in 
tennis. 

‘Perhaps everything has really 
gone too fast. But what was I sup- 
posed to do - lose?’ 

Becker’s Wimbledon triumph 
turned him almost overnight from a 
relative unknown into one of sport's 
hottest properties and unleashed a 
reaction approaching hysteria in his 
home country. 

Becker said his biggest disappoint- 
ment was last month's Kitzbuehei 
Grand Prix in Austria where as top 
seed he made a first round straight- 
set exit to Diego Perez of Uruguay. 

“Ididn't really want to play be- 
cause I was completely down ...It 
was cold and wet but I went on court 
so the crowd would not be dis- 
appointed.” He said. “When the 
game was broken off, the spectators 
whistled me, That was a bitter ex- 
perience... You only have friends 
when you’re winning.’

“We are talking shoot a sovereign 
nation and there are limit s to what 
another nation can do,” Reagan said 
as he issued an executive order res- 
tricting loans, computer sales and 
the purchase of Krugerrand coins. 
“We cannot give orders to South 
Africa.” 

Some of the steps taken by 
Reagan administratively were con- 
tained in a bill Congress was set to 
enact - over his veto, if necessary. 
But at least two tough provisions 
plotted on Capitol Hill were not 
adopted by the White House. 

One would ban Krugerrands with- 
in 18 months; the other threatened 
further economic sanctions in 12 
months if there was no significant 
progress towards ending Pretoria's 
policy of apartheid. 


PRESSURE ON PRETORIA 

President Reagan has stopped short of measures that will hurt the South African economy, writes Barry Schweid in Washington 


U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, briefing reporters cm the ex- 
ecutive order, said the actions “were 
designed to register our view against 
apartheid, as distinct from actions 
designed to deprive people of their 
livelihood.” 

SHULTZ, AN ECONOMIST, has 
consistently opposed steps that 
might destabilize South Africa, 
although he has also registered his 
distate for racial separation. Not 
only would blacks suffer, Shultz be- 
lieves, but U.S. leverage on the 
Pretoria government t would be 
weakened. 

Reagan, he said, specifically drew 


aline between U‘S. measures aimed 
at apartheid and those that would 
weaken the South African economy. 
In this respect, Shultz said, Reagan 
has been “true to tbw purpose” of 
not damaging the economy. 

One of Reagan's moves would ban 
Krugerrand sales in the United 
States only with the app r oval of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, the 90-nation organization 
based in Geneva that monitors inter- 
national trade regulations. 

This could shut down South Afri- 
ca's S5G0- million- a-year Krugerrand 
business in the United States, bnt the 
country would still be free to sell 
gold in other forms. “We axe not

going to knock the bottom out of the 
gold market,” said a U.S. official 
involved in shaping policy towards 
South Africa. 


TWO OTHER STEPS taken by 
Reagan were essentially on the 
books already. One was a ban on the 
sale of computers to the military, the 
police and other South African agen- 
cies that enforce apartheid. The 
other halts shipments of technology 
with potential application to a nuc- 
lear weapons programme. 

Schultz said computer sales were 
already banned and that South Afri-

A CONSERVATIVE research cen- 
tre with ties to the Reagan adminis- 
tration is circulating among JJ.S. 
policymakers a paper urging ^U.S. . 
military reprisals against Iran for 
acts of Middle East terrorism. 

The study forecasts U.S. gains in 
the fight against terro rism by ignor- 
ing “die hypothetical international 
court of law” and launching such 
reprisals at the Iranians in the event 
of new terrorist acts. 

The 12-page paper, calling for 
strikes agamst arms-carrying Iranian 
planes and cargo vessels, was drafted 
by Dr. Alvin Bernstein, chairman of 
the strategy department at the U.5. 
Naval War College at Newport, 
Rhode Island. 

The Heritage Foundation, a 
Washington-based conservative re- 
search centre, will submit the docu- 
ment Tuesday to the White House, ‘ 
the Pentagon, the National Security 
Council and congressional leaders, 
foundation o fficials said. 

There is ample evidence that 
Iran’s spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini is to blame for 
growing terrorism and hostage inci- 
dents, the study says: It says bis 
Iranian revolutionary guards have 
dear links to Islamic Jihad and Hez- 


bollah terrorists who claim responsi- 
bility for such attacks. 

“And when armed men are 
trained, equipped, harboured and 
directed by governments, they are 
not c riminals but soldiers,” it says. 

The study contains a disclaimer 
saying the views are Bernstein's 
alone and not meant to reflect those 
of the Navy or Pentagon. Herbert 
Berkowitz, a spokesman for the 
foundation, says his group “obvious- 
ly has no great problem with the 
paper or we wouldn’t publish rt. ” 

BERNSTEIN says the Reagan 
administration has allowed 
Khomeini to use terrorism as a “low- 
cost, low-risk means” to undermine 
American influence by refusing “to 
make him pay a price for his ac- 
tions" 

Refusing to bow to terrorist de- 
mands or delaying a response out of 
concern for the safety of hostages 
w£D not solve tbeprobfom, die paper 
says. 

. “This has meant that to preserve 
one group of hostages, Washington 
has been putting the lives of other 
Americans at risk in the future,” it 
says. 

The study says Iran has taken 
advantage of America's “moral and 


political inhibitions against using 
force.” That reluctance should be 
died, it says, adding that the use of 
military force could “force Iran to 
recalculate. 

“By contrast, all the Ir anians 
could do is what they have been 
doing - and what they surely will 
continue to do anyway as long as it 
costs them nothing,” the paper says. 

Bernstein suggests a two-prong 
. strategy involving “an immediate re- 
prisal strike against Iran linked to a 
simultaneous rescue attempt of hos- 
tages. 

“The most logical (targets) are 
arms shipments in Iranian earners at 
sea or in the air. This would impair 
severely Iran's ability to obtain the 
weapons it needs to prosecute its war 
against Iraq. After attacking arms 
shipments, the U.S. could strike at 
Iranian naval patrol boats and recon- 
naissance aircraft.” 

. Khomeini, the paper says, would 
have few ways to respond. He could 
not easily turn to the Soviet Union 
without endangering his regime. 

“And it is not Iranian strategy to 
escalate to a level of violence that 
would overwhelm U.S. moral 
doubts and create a conflict which 
Teheran could not hope to win.”

FORMER U.S. President Richard 
Nixon says a. new, peaceful U.S.- 
Soviet relationship cannot survive 
unless both recognize they have 
some profound differences that will 
never be settled. 

Survival is their “only major com- 
mon interest,’’ Nixon says in an article 
in the September 20 issue of the 
bi-weekly National Review con- 
servative magazine. 

“Nothing disserves the cause of 
real peace more than to bury our 
differences in a blizzard of warm 
handshakes, gushy toastg, kisses on 
the cheeks and convoluted com- 
muniques. 

“It is far better to put those differ- 
ences on the table for discussion mid, 
where possible, for negotiation. 
While we will not be able to settle 
most of our differences, re c o gn iz in g 
that they exist, and frankly discus- 


sing them, will reduce the possibility 
that they win develop into dangerous 
confrontations,” Nixon writes. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev are scheduled to meet in 
Geneva, Switzerland, November 19 
and 20. 

“There are two immutable rules of 
conduct governing relations be- 
tween states: mutual affection be- 
tween friends is useful. Mutual re- 
spect between adversaries is indis- 
pensable,” Nixon says. 

Nuclear weapons ‘‘mean war is no 
longer an option for settling our 
differences. Our only option is peace 
- not die peace of surrender or the 
peace of the grave but real peace, in 
which each pursues its interests bat 
avoids actions that would force the 
other to resort to arms,” Nixon 
. writes.

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“I do not believe that there will be 
another world war. Putting it blunt- 
ly, the U.S. wants peace, and the 
Soviet Union needs it,” Nixon de- 
dares. 

HE SAYS while Gorbachev's deep 
dedication to his Communist phi- 
losophy should not be doubted, “he 
is a hard-headed realist, not an irra- 
tional ideologue.” 

The Soviet leader, Nixon says, has 
enormous problems in Afghanistan, 
Ethiopia, Nicaragua, Angola, and 
Poland and other Eastern European 
states. 

In addition; he says, the Soviet 
economy is flat: ' “Japan, with half 
the population, haidly any natural 
resources and one-60th of the terri- 
tory, has replaced the Soviet Union 
as die second strongest economy of 
the world.” 

Nixon rejected any suggestion the 
U.S. should poll back from Europe 
and Asia to reduce the risk of nuc- 
lear war. 

“Because of our great nuclear 
strength, a direct Soviet attack on the 
U.S. is highly unlikely. It is oar 
policy of extended deterrence for 
our allies in Europe, Aria and the 
Middle East that increases the risk of 
confrontation. 

“A withdrawal from our commit- 
ments, however, would lead inevit- 
ably to a much more dangerous 
world. Japan and West Germany — 
economic giants but military mini- 
powers - would have no choice but 
to go nuclear. This, in tom, might 
lead to pre-emptive attacks on them 
from the Soviet Union. A Soviet- 
dominated Europe and Asia would 
be disastrous for the American eco- 
nomy,” Nixon says. 

Nixon rejected criticisms of the 
policy of detente. 

“Detente is not institutionalized 
brotherhood, as some doves naively 
believe. Nor is it institutionalized 
surrender, as some hawks contend. 
What I have called hard-headed de- 
tente is a polity that combines de- 
tente with deterrence. Detente with- 
out deterrence would lead to defeat 
or surrender. Deterrence without 
detente denies any initiatives that 
could reduce the risk of war,” he 
writes.- (A-odwrtftws) 



LEBANON'S WAR-SCARRED 
cities are reeling from a new wave of 
car bombs that have killed nearly 1 60 
people and wounded more than 450 
in the past three weeks. 

The cycle of violence bas hit 
Beirut, the mainly Moslem northern 
port of Tripoli and the east Lebanon 
Christian town of Zahle. 

In South Lebanon, seven suicide 
car bombers have blown themselves 
op attacking positions in the Israeli- 
held zone in the last few weeks. 

' Just as the car bombs once sym- 
bolized the sectarian bloodshed in 
Northern Ireland in the early 1970s, 
autos packed with hundreds of kilos 
of high explosives, nails, fragmenta- 
tion shells and other lethal refine- 
ments have become the ultimate 
terror weapon in Lebanon. 

Prime Minister Rashid Karameh, 
a Sunni Moslem from Tripoli, de- 
spaired during the spate of car 
bombings: “We’ve become wild 
beasts. The sickness is in us. God 
help us.” 

August Bakhos. a Christian mem- 
ber of parliament, lamented: “We’re 
now living in a jangle filled with wild 
anim als. None of us knows when his 
turn will come.” 

For Beirutis, who have borne the 
brunt of 10 years of civil warbetween 
Christians and Moslems, a Mercedes 
or a Peugeot could be tire last thing 
they ever see as they walk down the 
street. 

More than 100 have been slaught- 
ered in no-warning bombings in the 
capital’s Christian and Moslem sec- 
tors since mid-August. 


Wild beasts’ 
in terror drive

IN THE paranoia gripping Beirut 
after four car bombings, many peo- 
ple stay at home, afraid that the 
worst of what newspapers have dub- 
bed “the war of the car bombs” is yet 
to come. 

“I'm ashamed to go outside this 
country and say Fm Lebanese. ” says 
Mohammad Ali Khaidar, 35, mana- 
ger of a men’s clothing store in the 
Moslem west side of Beirut. 

“Car bombs make this place much 
worse than the nastiest jungle.” 

Police Captain Yousef Bitar, 
Lebanon's top explosives expert, 
says that in this country, where 
weapons and explosives abound, rig- 
ging a car bomb takes a maximum of 
one hour. 

“Almost anybody can do it,” 
Bitar, 60, says. 

The captain, who has defused 211 
car bombs in the last 10 years, notes: 
“Getting explosives here is no prob- 
lem - dynamite, bentrite, plastic, 
hexogene. You can get any -type of 
explosive you want here.” 

Lebanese fishermen often use ex- 


plosives, lobbing dynamite into tbe 
Mediterranean to kill or stun fish. 
Some fishermen make their own 
explosives. 

One fisherman who works off the 
beaches of south Beirut says. “I've 
been making my own dynamite for 
nine years from chemicals extracted 
from commercial fertilizers, sodium 
nitrate, some sugar and water.” 

“Guerrillas fighting the Israelis in 
South Lebanon use the same recipe. 
The results are identical to those of 
dynamite, if not better.” he says 
holding up a plastic bag about the 
size of a shoebox. 

“All you need to do is insert tbe 
detonator and the fuse. That's all.” 

FINDING THE right car poses no 
problem either. Bitar says about six 
autos are stolen every day on both 
sides of the green line that divides 
the capital into Moslem and Christ- 
ian sectors. 

About 30 per cent are eventually 
recovered. The rest usually wind up 
with militias of one stripe or another. 


A few are turned into mobile doji h 
machines. 

Bitar. who has invesied u stagger- 
ing 24.817 bombings, says the bom- 
bers first spray the ears ,i difreien: 
colour and file off engine serin! r.mn 
bers. 

Some, like the Mercedes iuv :»• 
bomba supermarket in the ( 'hrssti m 
Amelias suburb August 17. kilime 
35 people and wounding ml. art- 
fitted with extra gasolene t.mks ;o 
turn them into powerful firebombs. 

Lebanon's ear bombers go lor 
four-door cars like Mercedes .toil 
BMWs because they ha\e big trunks 
in which to stuff explosives. 

Bitar says the bombers also pack 
explosives into door panels, roofs 
and even inside the sems. Some add 
oxygen bottles and flammable che- 
micals to make the bomb et en dead- 
lier. 

False licence plates are no prob- 
lem either. If the bombers cannot 
steal them, they can buy them from 
auto parts dealers in west Beirut. 

Bitar says bomb teams usually are 
made up of three men. “One man 
prepares the car. The second drives 
it to the target. A third detonates it if 
it’s a remote control bomb.” he 
explains. 

“Generally, none of the people 
involved knows the others.” Bitar 
says. 

Not all car bombs are used for 
political motives. Police suspect that 
car bombs are often exploded by 
landlords who want to get rid of 
squatters or by feuding clans to settle 
old scores.

to salary-earners in- the account in which they receive 
their salary. This now costs 8-9% per month for the first 
few hundred thousand shekels and gets more expensive 
as the sums get larger. Once you pass your upper limit, 
the penalty rates come into play, adding a further 5.5% 
to the cost. And always remember, these rates are 
monthly, not annual. 

Thus, although interest rates have come down sharply 
in the two months since the new economic policy went 
into effect, overdrafts still cost between 9 and 16%. 
depending on your status, the amount and the bank with 
whicb you work. 

This compares with the 5-6% that is now available for 
smallish sums in tapas and pakam short-term deposits in 
the banks, for those with money to invest, and with a rate 
of inflation that is. at worst, about 5% and probably 
nearer 3%. The rate of devaluation, of course, is 
effectively zero. 

Therefore, the overdraft is now a more expensive 
luxury than at any time in the past. Why, then, do. so 
many Israelis use one as a matter of course? 

Tbe simple answer is that they are used to doing it as 
part of their day-to-day financial existence. This is a 
pretty lousy explanation; and covers up for one of the 
three real reasons already noted - irrationality, ignor- 
ance and insolvency. Let's take them one at a time. 

From an accounting point of view, overdrafts are 
short-term liabilities. That means they are used for daily 
or monthly budgeting, not for purchasing major house- 
hold items. People don't buy a TV, much less a car, and 
then stand overdrawn in the bank because they wrote a 
cheque for hundreds or thousands of dollars - they cover 
the purchase by realizing a long-term investment. Mar- 
ginal or monthly-cycle overdrafts are covered by short- 
term income, usually salaries, pension or other regular 
income. 

Some people, however, use their salary to get back to 
zero and thqp start rebuilding that minus in the account, 
or, worse still, never actually wipe out that negative 
balance, just letting it ride up and down over time. They 
are, effectively, overdrawn permanently. 

In many cases these people have assets of one sort or 
another with whicb to cover their overdraft. But they 
prefer to live in the knowledge that their overdraft is 
“under control." that it periodically shrinks when money 
comes in and that they could cover it if they bad to - so 
that they are not worried about it. 

These people are irrational from an economic point of 
view, since the current situation, which is now 10 weeks 
old and could continue into the forseeable future, does 
not justify holding low-yielding investments on the one 
hand, while paying mgch higher interest on the same 
amount of borrowed money. 


language, it’s crazy. 

Many of the former class are not mad, however, 
they're just ignorant of the facts and figures. They never 
actually stop to consider what the true costs of their 
overdraft are. The monthly debit for interest is shrugged 
off as just another expense, like the telephone or 
electricity bill. 

They may well be unaware that the cost of every 
transaction in their account is more than double if the 
account is overdrawn, compared to its costs in an account 
with a credit balance. In an average household account 
with an overdraft of a few hundred thousand shekels and 
several dozen transactions each month, this can add 
thousands of shekels to the bank charges bill. 

Finally, and most grimly, there are those who, even if 
they are appraised of the facts regarding costs, and know 
that r unning an overdraft is unjustified, nevertheless 
continue to do so because they have no choice. 

This means, by definition, that they have no savings 
they can lay hands on to pay off their current debt to the 
bank. In accounting jargon, they are unable to meet their 
ongoing liabilities a"*l are insolvent. In plain language 
again, they are broke, bust and down the tubes. 

. However, they may be able to continue overdrawing 
because neither they nor the bank pay attention to their 
underlying situation, either out of habit or under the 
mistaken impression that the condition is not chronic. 
But in practice it is, in the sense that the interest and bank 
charges eat up an increasing proportion of their already 
inadequate income. 

This is becoming an increasingly commonplace situa- 
tion now, as inflationary froth is blown away by the 
current stability, revealing the basic and unpleasant truth 
of many people's (and, indeed, firms’ - but that's another 
story) desperately overstretched situation, . 

In the long run, it is untenable to allow the bank 
charges (or extra-bank borrowing, often at even higher 
rates) to erode continuously one's assets, nor will lenders 
stand idly by forever. In such a case the borrower will 
either have to cut back massively on his expenditures or, if 
this is impossible or if bis income has been severely cut or 
stopped altogether (unemployment), be will have to sell 
a longer-term asset, such as a car. 

In extreme cases he may have to sell his home and buy 
a smaller one. Those without even long-term assets that 
can be sold are beyond the scope of economic analysis. 
They drop through the poverty trap and become social 
cases. 

But even though these phenomena are becoming more 
frequent, one needn't go to extremes to make the point. 
Holding an overdraft is the worst use of funds in 
existence in the Israeli economy - nay, in the entire 
world. Anyone doing so out of choice should do bis s ums 
and then lack the habit.

Tourism puts hope on Operation Independent* 

Sharir challenges U.S. Jews 
to visit Israel as tourists

With more Germans than Jews 
visiting Israel every year, and with 
85% of American Jewry never hav- 
ing visited Israel, something is very 
wrong, Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir says. 

Sharir is hoping that the tourism 
committee of “Operation Independ- 
ence," the task force of foreign and 
Israeli businessmen currently 
gathered here to help the state out of 
its financial morass, will be able to 
do something about it. 

*Tm very happy that we have 
visitors from all over the world," 
Sharir hastened to say in an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post, but he 
added that it is nonetheless shocking 
that so few Jews are coming. 

On the surface, tourism is boom- 
ing. Sharir predicts that by the end of 
1985, a total of 1.5 million visitors 
will have entered Israel, bringing 
with them some $1.5b. in foreign 
currency. This, he stresses, comes to 
half of all the earnings from indust- 
rial and agricultural exports com- 
bined. 

But the fact that there are not far 
greater numbers is to him evidence 
of decades of negligence. With a 
milli on more tourists annually - and 
the goal is possible - Israel caq reach 
financial independence within four 
to five years, he predicts. After all, 

' Israel has one of die best products in 
the world, one that is in great de- 
mand - a place where most of the 
western world can -come to find its 
roots. 

With the government traditionally 
less that fervent abont tourism, 
Sharir is hopeful that the task force 
can bring to the industry the import- 
ance it deserves. Already he is en- 
couraged that a person of tbe stature 
of Max Fisher has taken on the 
chairmanship of the tourism com- 
mittee of “Operation Independ- 
ence." 

Even now, the country has made 
great strides. Israel now ranks fifth 
in the world in per capita income 
from tourism, after Switzerland , Au- 
stria, Hongkong and Singapore, 
with $250 per person. 

But all this cannot hide the woeful 
picture when it comes to world Jew- 
ry, and especially U.S Jewry, where 
even those dedicated to working for 
the Jewish state seem to feel no need 
to visit it. 

“Personally I cannot see how a 
Jew living anywhere can be indiffe- 
rent and not want to see the miracle 

that is Israel,’’ Sharir says 

■niFor the task>folte,‘ Sharir has a 
special project: io ensure that the 
overwhelming majority of Jews visit 
Israel during the coming five years. 
He is convinced it can be done and

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Farm workers urge export subsidies

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The farm workers union 
is calling on the government to subsi- 
dize agricultural exports to tike tune 
of S50 million and demands a further 
S200m. to assist struggling farmers to 
settle their short-term debts. 

The call was made by Simha 
Assaf, Secretary General of the 
Agricultural Centre during a press 
conference here ths week. 

He maintained that only one third 
of the country’s farm workers arc 
fully employed. Another third are 
partially employed and the rest have 
left agriculture. 

The government aid was needed 
to help agriculture compete against 
products from countries like Spain, 
Greece and Portugal, whose govern- 
ments subsidize their farmers heavi- 
ly.

At the same time, he said, Israeli 
farmers had been hit by increa se d 
production costs, especially massive 
rises in water for irrigation, electric- 
ity, fuel and fertilizers. 

In the last four years exports have 
decreased from S600m. to S500m. 
and would drop to S400m. nnlrec 
action is taken to reverse the trend. 

Assaf said the request for aid had 
already been raised with the govern- 
ment and the matter was now being 
considered by the ministries of fi- 
nance and agriculture. 

Meanwhile sales on the home 
market have gone up by between 2% 
and 3% this year dne to fewer people 
going abroad and the influx of more 
tourists. 

Nevertheless the agricultural 
branch had to help itself by tetter 
and more careful planning, Assaf 
stressed. He said the centre is trying 
to get farmers to agree to specific 
areas of cultivation and to produc- 
tion quotas in order to avoid market 
fluctuations and to stabilize prices.

Trees planted for industrial wood 

Exports of local furniture 
up 30 per cent on the year

TEL AVIV. - Furniture exports in 
the current fiscal year are running 
30% higher than in the same period 
last year, the Furniture Manufactur- 
ers Association reported here 
yesterday. If the trend continues, 
exports will total S18 million in 1985- 
86, compared with only $12m. last 
year. 

Benny Aharon, chairman of the 
association which organizes 120 
manufacturers of furniture and 
wood products, admitted that ex- 
ports today account for only a small 
fraction of total production, which 
amounts to some S400m. annually at 
wholesale prices. 

Market surveys on behalf of the 
association show a good prospect for 
increased exports to the U.S., espe- 
cially in children’ furniture and 
“computer furniture,” which refers 
to desks designed to hold computers.

These statements were made at a 
press conference to announce the 
forthcoming annual furniture fair, to 
open at the Tel Aviv Exhibition 
Grounds on September 26 and run 
through October 7.

Benny Aharon told Vie Jeru- 
salem Post that less than 10% of all 
furniture sold in Israel today is im- 
ported. 

Aharon also reported that several 
hundred dunams of trees for indust- 
rial wood have been planted 
throughout the country recently. He 
said that expansion of timber groves 
could theoretically save the country 
550m. in wood imports within five 
years. But he feared that the plant- 
ing programme would be hampered 
by the planned dosing on December 
31 of the Centre for Forestry Re- 
search at Hanot, a victim of budget 
cuts at the Agriculture Ministry. 

According to the Furniture Asso- 
ciation, Israel today imports 5200m. 
worth of logs and lumber annually, 
about half of it for the furniture 
industry.

TEL AVIV. - The markets have 
apparently dedded to play out time 
for the remainder of the week and 
thus provide a dreary end to the 
year. Bonds, at least, are trading 
fairly heavily, with the price trend 
still down, but shares are doing no- 
thing, either in volume or price. 

The dishonourable exception to 
this yesterday were oils, which con- 
tinued their slide, this time falling by 
3.69%. Overall, more shares rose 
chan fell, but the number of sharp 
moves was limited, with few “sellers 
only” or “buyers only".” 

What makes interesting reading is 
the official exchange announcement 
regarding the shares of Galei Zohar 
Tourism and Health Resorts. “We 
point out that since August 25.1985. 
when trading in this company's 
shares was renewed within .the 
framework of mechanized trading, 
there have been extremely strong 
rises in the prices of its shares. The 
price of the IS1 shares has gone up 
sixfold and that of the IS5 shares 
fivefold ” 

All this, as noted, within two 
weeks. In response to the exchange's 
inquiry the company said that it had 
no explanation for the development 
of its share prices. Which just shows 
that there's never a completely dor- 
mant bourse, only sometimes you 
have to look harder to see where the 
action is.

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The moral voice 

THERE are times when the office of President and the office of 
Knesset Speaker, if properly used, can bring important moral 
authority to bear on the course of political events. 

A notable example occurred three years ago when Yitzhak 
Navon, as President, publicly pronounced the need to establish 
a commission of inquiry into the Sabra and Shatilia massacres. 

This week, both President Herzog and Knesset Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel wielded the prestige of their offices on behalf of 
enlightened social and political values, once intrinsic to the 
Zionist enterprise, but in recent years subject to erosion. 

The Speaker initiated a meeting with notables from Tulkarm 
who had been pointedly snubbed last week by the Mayor of 
Netanya, Yoel Elroy. They had sought to meet the mayor to 
offer condolences after the murder of a Netanya resident in 
their town. Mr. Hillel's demonstrative act signalled that the 
state, as represented by his high office, dissociated itself from 
the deliberate affront delivered by a city politician. His 
sensibility served to accentuate the insensibility of the mayor. 

President Herzog brought his prestige to bear on an allied, 
but much more grievous issue: the social disease known as 
Kahanis m- Comparing the doctrine of Kach to the Nuremberg 
Laws, the President, in a meeting with high school students, 
said Kahanism is a disgrace to the Jewish People and a source of 
shame for Israel. 

It is not the first time that Mr. Herzog has spoken out on this 
subject, but his ringing words may help to wkke up those who 
still belittle the danger. For every day that goes by with this 
movement permitted to function as a legitimate participant in 
the political process, protected by the usages of the state’s 
democratic institutions, deepens the threat to these very 
institutions. 

What has gone relatively unremarked about the scourge of 
Kahanism is the heavy involvement of the Diaspora, especially 
in the U.S. Not only is Kahane and his doctrine an import from 
the United States, but certain elements of American Jewry 
continue to be chief sources of his financial support. 

There are few signs that the organized Jewish community in 
the U.S. recognizes its responsibility for the pheno- 
menon and the dimensions of the threat. For in the U.S. 
Meir Kahane struts freely on the Jewish stage, speaking in 
synagogues and other forums, displayed prominently in Jewish 
newspapers. 

True, in recent weeks a group of national Jewish organiza- 
tions denounced his doctrine. But significantly they were not 
joined by any of the orthodox organizations. Zealous in reaping 
the benefits of pluralism and liberty in America, the orthodox 
community is resoundingly silent when it comes to protecting 
the values of democracy and pluralism in Israel. 

Certainly it should be plain enough to the orthodox and 
non-orthodox sectors of American Jewry that no such distinc- 
tion can be maintained. American Jewry could not for long 
expect to enjoy the blessings of freedom if it were associated 
with the development of an unfree and racist Jewish State. 

As President Herzog suggested, Kahanism is not only a 
shame for Israel, but a disgrace to the Jewish People. It is, 
therefore, a problem of the Jewish People. 

And if it is a disgrace that such a movement should have 
representation in the Knesset, it is also a disgrace that 
American Jews should give it funds and that American Jewish 
organizations should be hesitant, or worse, silent, in the face of 
such a pernicious doctrine.

IF YOU WALK through the streets 
of Belfast city these days, at first 
glance the Jewish population seems 
to have boomed dramatically, as 
every other person is wearing a Star 
of David. 

But— as usual in Nonhem Ireland 
- thing s are not what they seem. The 
extremist, Protestant paramilitaries, 
having conceived an admiration for 
the State of Israel and some of them 
believing themselves to be descen- 
dants of the 10 lost tribes, have taken 
the Magen David as their new 
emblem. 

This fashion demonstrates the 
strange echoes of Israel’s dilemmas 
in the conflicts of Ulster. At first, the 
parallels seem extraordinary, then 
on closer inspection strange and 
bizarre variations make themselves 
felt - we see ourselves through a 
glass -darkly. 

When the question of Jewish set- 
tlement in the heart of the Hebron 
casba was first mooted, I floated the 
idea among several Belfast journal- 
ist colleagues. Translated into their 
terms, it meant the Rev. Ian Paisley 
planting a dozen of his Protestant 
Democratic Unionist Party mem- 
bers in the heart of the Catholic 
Ballymurphy, Ardoyne or Lower 
Falls districts - where the police 
stations are more guarded and 
armoured than the military base at 
Beit-El has ever been. 

Their reaction was unanimous: it 
was madness. Weren’t Jews sup- 
posed to be brilliant and not crimi- 
nally insane? 

Northern Ireland has become such 
a synonym for mindless, hopeless 
conflict and hate, that it is startling to 
discover how much better things are 
in so many ways than in Israel. 

No casual shoppers or lovers are 
now commonly murdered by pure 
chance just because they happen to 
be in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. (There was a gang committing 
such tailings in the mid-1970s, the 
notorious Sh ankill Butchers - but 


BY NAMING a banker-economist 
to head the Egyptian government. 
President Hosni Mubarak has served 
notice that Egypt’s economic prob- 
lems will get top priority. 

But last week's surprise change of 
prime minister appears not to herald 
radical shifts in the cautious 
approach to economic reform 
adopted by successive cabinets. 

“Satne ■ government, a few new 
faces, a different slant," was how 
one Western diplomat summed up 
the appointment as prime minis ter of 
Ali Lutfi, a professor, government 
adviser and bank director who was 
finance minister in the 1970s. 

Lutfi, 49, appears a typical tech- 
nocrat, unlike the soldier-politician 
he replaced. Kama! Hassan Ali, 63, 
served as army general, defence 
minister and foreign minister before 
becoming premier last year. 

The change, only 14 months after 
Ali took office, indicated there 
would be more emphasis on tight 
economic management, diplomats 
said. 

This view was reinforced when 
Lutfi named his cabinet, retaining

after it was crushed, the habit, fortu- 
nately, did not catch on.) 

Nor is the Protestant-Catholic di- 
vide a social and economic monolith . 
The middle classes remain inte- 
grated and not caught up in the 
mayhem of the lower orders. In such 
circles, intermarriages are common 
and usually not disruptive. 


ON THE OTHER hand, the secur- 
ity forces of the British Army, the 
Ulster Defence Regiment (which 
equates to Israel’s Civil Guard going 
out on daily reserve service) and the 
police- the Royal Ulster Constabul- 
ary - suffer an attrition rate the IDF 
has only experienced in Lebanon. 
Not a week goes by without one - or 
several - soldiers and policemen 
being murdered by the Provisional 
Irish Republican Army. 

The IRA’s techniques differ from 
the PLO's or South Lebanon's 
Shi'as. They have no taste for suicide 
attacks and rewards in paradise. 
Police and army vehicles are routine- 
ly blown up by radio-detonated 
mines, often set off from the safety 
of the Irish Republic across a border 
that no British unit is allowed to play 
“search and destroy'* over. 

Alternately, policemen and re- 
serve soldiers are gunned down at 
their homes or places of work - often 
with family members getting caught 
in the firing line. Through the “trou- 
bles " of the past 15 years, a signifi- 
cant Catholic contingent has served 


in the police and, as prime targets for 
the IRA, their casualties prop- 
ortionately have been very high. 

The Protestant community has 
been less volatile and moie long- 
suffering in the face of random terror 
than is the norm in this part of the 
world. But this should not be taken 
as a sign of “political maturity” or 
belief in the principles of Mahatma 
Gandhi. 

The Protestant political patience 
resembles a slowly stretching elastic 
band. You can pull it very, very far, 
but when it snaps you could lose an 
eye from the backlash. 

Protestant paramilitary leaders, 
and even some mainstream political 
figures, seem to glory in the concept 
of an eventual "day of retribution" 
when the British pull out and they 
can re-enact the massacres of Leba- 
non on Catholic communities. 


In conversations and “warnings" 
to the press about the consequences 
of such and such a British policy of 
“betrayal,” they continually dwell 
on these apocalyptic scenarios. . 

It should come as no surprise that 
in these codes (which also display 
the Magen Davids), religious obses- 
sions with the coming “end of the 
world” and the wars of Gog and . 
Magog are also strong. 

Before going to visit Israel, I was 
urged - by both the president of the 
Lord’s Day Observance Society and 
a prominent production editor on a 
leading paper - to check whether the 


population of red-feathered vultures 
in the Jezreel Valley was growing in 
preparation for the battle of 
Armageddon. I did not laugh. It was 
not meant as a joke. 

Belfast is as battle-scarred as Jeru- 
salem is beautiful. But various 
Israeli visitors have remarked on the 
comparable “vibes" between Gaza 
and Belfast’s Catholic Falls Ro3d 
district. Israeli soldiers are still safer 
in Nablus than British ones in Derry 
- perhaps because Israel blows up 
the homes of the families of terror- 
ists, while the British government 
continues to pay their rent through 
the social security system. 

IN NORTHERN Ireland, one mil- 
lion Protestants face' off against 
600,000 Catholics who have a fax 
higher birthrate and a fellow Catho- 
lic state across the frontier. Various 
Eire governments have done far 
more to combat terrorism from their 
side than any of Israel’s neighbours 
ever did- But the IRA’s determina- 
tion to liquidate the Protestant State 
is as unyielding and implacable as 
the PLO’s hatred for the very exist- 
ence of Israel. 

Israel has its Rabbi Meir Kahane 
and Northern Ireland has its Rev. 
Ian Paisley. The parallels between 
the two are uncanny, and probably 
not displeasing to either. 

Both are religious as well as poli- 
tical leaders - as self-willed and 
autocratic in things of the spirit as in 
politics. Both made their names in 


warning of coming apocalypse in 
more peaceful times and both 
breathe undiluted hatred against the 
opposing minority community. 

Both show considerable skill in 
combining extreme language with 
the ability to stay out of jail when 
terror groups sympathetic to their 
ideologies are uncovered. 

Both preach "ourselves alone" - 
the moral rectitude of totally reject- 
ing any friendships with a cowardly, 
hypocritical and ultimately hostile 

world. ... , . 

Accordingly, both revel in 
condemnation as a badge of pride. 
For both preach their followers shall 
be the Chosen of the Lord in the 
coming apocalypse. 

But - most chilling of all - both 
reap their greatest success when 
elected governments fall down on 
the basic job of protecting their 
people and deterring terrorist 
attacks. In the early 1970s, British 
governments believed that the ter- 
rorist IRA could be talked to and 

would be appreciative of goodwill 
gestures. 

Amnesties released hundreds of 
baidened IRA terrorists on to the 
streets and cost hundreds of lives. It 
was only then, when formerly law- 
abiding Protestants despaired of the 
rule of law. that Paisley reaped his 
greatest harvest. 

Twenty years ago. the Ulster de- 
magogue was a political freak - the 
only member of his party elected to 
the British and Northern Irish Par- 
liaments. Today, his political party is 
the second-largest in Ulster. 

However, there was nothing in- 
evitable about this development. It 
came about because British govern- 
ments preached restraint to their 
own people while failing to protect 
them from terrorism. 

That is an Irish example Israel

most of the ministers from the old 
cabinet and appointing only eight 
new men. 

LIKE LUTFI, the new ministers are 
professionals with backroom gov- 
ernment experience rather than poli- 
tical heavyweights.

DIPLOMATS IN CAIRO believe 
Mubarak wanted to show Egypt’s 
Western friends - led by the United 
States, which provides more than $2 
billion in economic and military aid a 
year - that he was serious about 
frying to set the economy straight. 

Western governments and the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
are increasingly worried about 
Egypt's economic health, foreign 
economists say. 

Egypt's foreign exchange outlook 
is bleak because of stagnant or fall- 
ing ofteamings, remittances from 
Egyptians working abroad and Suez 
Canal revenues. 

At the same time, Egypt needs to 


pay for more imports to fuel industry 
and construction and to feed a grow- 
ing population. The trade deficit is 
rising and the prospects are for grow- 
ing foreign debt, already estimated 
at around $30 billion. 

Lutfi has not indicated what new 
policies be may introduce, but some 
Egyptians - recalling an abortive 
attempt he made as finance minister 
in 1978-80 to introduce a scheme to 
end tax evasion - are forecasting 
draconian taxation reforms. Auster- 
ity, it is widely thought, will be his 
watchword. 

LUTFI IS EXPECTED to continue 
frying to make Egyptians pay more 
for staple goods and to drop 
Treasury-draining subsidies inher- 
ited from the 1950s socialist era of 
President Nasser. 


Prices of electricity, petrol, fuel oil 
and other essentials have bee n raised 
in recent weeks. In addition, the 
price of heavily-subsidized bread is 
slowly being doubled. 

This is the sort of economic medi- 
cine that foreign economists have 
long prescribed for Egypt. 

One diplomat described progress 
under Ali as "enormous in relation 
to the total inertia of the past, but 
insignificant in relation to what 
Egypt has to do." 

IF LUTFI does continue cautious 
cuts in public money spent on sub- 
sidies, the chances are he will make 
the better-off pay. 

For swift surgery carries the risk of 
unrest. Riots flared in 1977 when the 
government tried to raise food 
prices, and three people were killed 
a year ago during riots in a Nile Delta 
town over rising bread and flour 
prices. 

Appointing Lutfi, Mubarak called

the groups said they feared coming 
because of pressure from their col- 
leagues. 

Neither has any formal halachic 
rejoinder to the five rabbis’ respon- 
sum appeared in print, though Weiss 
said he expected a long paper he had 
composed on the issue would soon 
appear in Tradition , a scholarly 
English-language orthodox quarter- 
ly- 

Nevertheless, expressing com- 
bined feelings of beieaguerment and 
determination, the women declared 
they would continue developing 
their groups and attempting to esta£ 
Iish new ones. Echoing Weiss, they 
said the responsum’s halachic rele- 
vance was negligible since it took its 
stand against women's minyanim , 
which they deny fonning. 

The women's prayer groups are 
still very much a minority phe- 
nomenon in orthodoxy, frequently 
organized by women of orthodox 
background dissatisfied with the 
marginal participation allowed to 
them in regular communal prayer. 
Their members stress they do not 
reject orthodox communal prayer 
nor the partitions {mechiczot) which 
separate them from direct participa- 
tion in orthodox services. But to 
remedy their lack of opportunity for 
close involvement, they have started 
their own groups. There, they par- 
ticipate directly in prayers and Tora 


reading activities while ' avoiding 
those prayers and blessings which 
are reserved exclusively for official 
communal prayer, such as the kad- 
dish , and kriyat hatora. 

At the conference, keynote speak- 
er Dr. Sara Regeur, an associate 
professor of Judaic studies at Brook- 
lyn College, reviewed the historical 
record on women’s roles in prayer 
and in the synagogue. It was a re- 
cord, she said, evidencing more 
change and development than ortho- 
dox authorities today acknowledge. 

Archaeological excavation of 
many ancient synagogues showed no 
evidence of a special women’s sec- 
tion, she said, adding, "maybe they 
sat with men." 

Much earlier, during the period of 
the Judges, women “obviously went 
into the nushkan (Tabernacle), 
said Regeur. She pointed to Han- 
nah's presence there when the High 
Priest Eli encountered her, an en- 
counter he did not find objection- 
able. 

By the Middle Ages, though parti- 
tions were firmly in place, women 
“went to shul regularly," she said. 

Rjvkeh Haut, one' of the main 
organizers of the Women’s Tefila 
Network counselled the women to 
concentrate on “being all we can and 
should be,” especially as scholars. 

“Then, when rabbis say, “This is 
Halacha,” we can say, without inter- 
mediaries, "Which Halacha?

Most directly 
affected by the ban are Maccabi Tel 
Aviv who decided to end a long 
association with Hapoel Tel Aviv at 
Bloomfield Stadium In Jaffa and 
move to their own home ground. 
Several months ago they signed a 
contract with the Football Associa- 
tion . which is jointly responsible for 
running the facility with the Ramat 
Gan municipality. 

“A ban at this late stage would be 
financially disastrous for us," con- 
fessed Brickman last night. “The 
mayor's announcement was a boll 
out of the blue. We have sold tickets 


not only for this game but season 
tickets for the whole year. Our play- 
ers have been training for months, 
specially adapting their tactics to the 
large field. I only hope to goodness 
that the decision is not final." 

Mo&he Dadash, chairman of Be- 
tar, describing Amil’s decision as 
“hasty and unwise.” said that while 
Betar “hoped for the best” they 
would definitely not play their match 
on Friday as he proposed, and, if 
necessary, would relocate to another 
venue. 

Likud Knesset Member Pinhas 
Goldstein, who works to promote 
sports interests, accused Amit of 
bowing to religious pressure. He. 
together with MKs Yossi Sarid 
(Citizen's Rights Movement) and 
Michael Reiser (Likud) said they 
would call an emergency meeting of 
the Knesset Sports Committee to 
insist that league football take place 
at toe stadium as planned. 

MK David Magen (Likud) said 
the obligation to Maccabi Tel Aviv 
should be honoured. 

But MK Haim Druckman 
(Morasha) said that sports events, 
should be arranged without violating 
the Sabbath so that the religious 
public can enjoy them, too. 


ETHNIC TURFS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - The claim of Yosef Goell 
that “there is a reality of ethnic 
‘turf" in Israel and “that in this 
sense, Hebron is Arab turf" 
(“Ethnic realities” - August 25) can 
lead one to some awkward conclu- 
sions. 

If the orientation of Labour is to 
divide Jewish settlement into two 
types, alongside and within, and to 
prefer the former while rejecting the 
latter, then Rabin would seem to be 
consistent in favouring the example 
of Upper-Lower Nazareth rather 
than renewing a Jewish presence in 
Hebron or Nablus proper. 

But here is the rub: what is to be 
done about another reality in Israel 
whereby in Acre, Lod, Ramie and 
Jaffa, there are Arabs “within”? For 
those of us in Gush Emunim who 
oppose the policy espoused by Kach, 
there is little help for those like Goell 
who. in their enthusiasm to attack 
Gush Emunim. play into the hands 
of those who would eternalize a 
status of complete separation of the 
ethnic communities. To support the 
removal of Jews from so-called 
“Arab turf’ (even though Hebron 
and Nablus are Jewish cities with a 
current Arab majority) is to morally 
agree to the removal of Arabs from 
"Jewish turf.” 

Moreover, while it is true that 
even in democracies such as the 
U.S., the concept of ethnic turf is 
acceptable, Goell conveniently skips 
over a crucial point. A white may be 
foolhardy to live in black Harlem, 
but Harlem could never secede from 
the Union. American sovereignty 
over Harlem can never be in doubt. 
As America developed, Harlem 
changed from a white community 
neighbourhood to what it is today. 
Even according to Goell and Har- 
lem, then. Gush Emunim's pur- 
suance of the goal to alter the de- 
mographic balance of urban areas of 
Judea and Samaria is unimpeach- 
able. After all, Goell studiously re- 
frains from using the term “Palesti- 
nian turf’ which I must assume was 
intentional.

Yosef Goell comments: 

While I warmly welcome Yisrael 
Medad's dissociation of Gush Emu- 
nim from Kahanist policies despite 
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my scepticism about how repre- 
sentative his views are of dominant 
Gush thinking, I would still dispute 
several of his points. 

It is disingenuous to compare the 
situation in Hebron, and even more 
in Nablus, with that in Acre, Lod, 
Ramie and Jaffa. In those latter 
Israeli cities, remnants of the origin- 
al Arab population remained in the 
aftermath of the 1948 War of Inde- 
pendence. It would be immoral to 
wish /or to attempt to expel them 
from their homes. When Gush Emu- 
nim settlers imposed themselves on 
Hebron in 1979, however, there had 
been no Jews in that city for 50 years. 

Tt is not a matter today of expelling 
Jews' from a mixed Hebron, but of 
opposing the efforts of a private 
fanatical group to impose itself on an 
Arab dty. This is all the more so 
when that ‘.‘invasion’’ was carried 
out against the express decisions of 
the Begin government, which could 
not have been suspected of being 
opposed to eventual annexation of 
Hebron and all of Judea and Samaria 
to Israel. What is true of Hebron is a 
fortiori true of Nablus, where there 
are no Jews and with the exception 
of handfuls haven't been any for 
centuries. 

If Mr. Medad wants to have re- 
course to history, there is no basis for 
calling either dty “Jewish.” They 
were Canaanite or Hittite for much 
longer than they were Israelite in 
ancient history, and the Arabs seem 
since to have been in both much 
longer than the Jews. 

The reestablishment of toe Jewish 
Quarter of the Old City of Jerusalem 
can be seen as an analogy. But that’s 
where my argument with the Gush 
lies. Such decisions, which may well 
mean inviting a lot of trouble, must 
be made only by responsible bodies, 
such as toe government, which is 
ready to shoulder the implications of 
such decisions. The Gush first in- 
vades Hebron, and would like to 
repeat its actions in Nablus, and then 
comes crying that toe government 
and the IDF, which opposed settle- 
ment in Arab cities for security 
reasons in the first place do not 
provide sufficient protection against 
every instance of Arab attack.

Sir, - Professor Paul Eidelberg 
(“Deterring terrorism”- August 20) 
makes two major points: 

1. That “only the tried wisdom of 
Jewish law can provide the rational 
grounds for determining whether 
Arab terrorists should be subject to 
the death penalty." 

2. That “the best deterrent to 
Arab terrorism is rapid Jewish settle- 
ment of Judea and Samaria." 

He is wrong on both points. 

It is not accurate to categorically 
state that, according to Halacha, 
capital punishment is not permissi- 
ble as long as there is no sanhedrin. 
Professor Eidelberg’s own source, 
Maimonides, argued that in toe case 
of a particularly dangerous menace 
to society, the informer, aapitaJ 
punishment could be inflicted 
(Melachim 8:10). More broadly 
Karo rules in the Shulchan Aruch 
(Hoshen Mishpat2:l ): 

Every court affair, even one whose 
members are not dnly ordained fn the 
land of . land, if fbey see that the 
people are unstrained hi commit- 
ting sins, may pus Judgement with 
respect to death. 

Subsequent sages' elaborated on 
what may be called the argument 
from contingency. In exceptional 
dreu instances, the normal provi- 
sions for frying capital cases could be 
suspended. Conceivably, halachic 
authorities today could rule that re- 
peated acts of terrorism against Jews

in Israel constitute an emergency 
situation that warrants the return of 
capital punishment. 

Not only is Halacha, therefore, of 
two minds on the issue of capital 
punishment in Jewish courts (Gen- 
tile courts are another matter entire- 
ly); it is also largely untested in the 
crucible of reality. The Talmudic 
laws were dictated for the most part 
after the Romans had usurped capit- 
al case jurisdiction. The medieval 
laws were likewise theoretical and 
hardly ever invoked. Jewish law has 
had no direct experience with capital 
cases for 2,000 years. 

Professor Eidel berg’s second 
assertion is based on the faulty pre- 
mise that toe Arabs will peaceably 
resign themselves to a large perma- 
nent Jewish presence in toe West 
Bank. As a political science expert, 
how does Professor Eidelberg ex- 
plain that the deterrent of popula- 
tion blending has failed 1 in other 
troubled spots in the world? A large 
Protestant population has not deter- 
red Catholic terrorism in Northern 
Ireland. A large Hindu-Moslem 
population has not deterred Sikh 
terrorism in Northern India. Even 
assuming Jews gained a majority in 
toe West Bank, which is demog- 
raphically unlikely, would toe Arab 
residents renounce violent opposi- 
tion simply because they have be- 


come a minority? To the contrary, it 
would only increase their despera- 
tion. 

In democratic Israel, Halacha 
should have a voice, not a veto. The 
same may be said for political 
advocacy of West Bank settlement. 
Deterring terrorism is a complex 
problem without easy solutions. 
Neither Halacha nor settlement can 
solve these dilemmas.
